AMMAN — The Arab Parliament Union 
(APU) concluded its fourth conference on 
Wednesday and recommendations of the 
two-day deliberations of the meeting were 
expected to be announced late Wednesday or 
early today. 


A efottd door me* tine of the 
delegates fruss 13 Arab omnrrics 
and pun- Arab organisations was 
putting the final "touches to the 
reeptnmendanons and amending 
some of the draft resolutions. I he 
resolutions covered issues such as 
the Iran-Iraq war. the Palcsruitan 
problem and L'-S.- Israeli policies 
m the Middle Easr. the Israeli occ- 
upation of Syria's Golan Heights 
and the American stand towards 
Arab countries. 

The dosed -door meeting was 
continuing late Wednesday night 
and informed sources said the del- 
egates were trying to find common 
ground between conflicting stand* 
among certain Arab countries 
over the draft resolutions. 

The draft resolutions were 
submined to the full APU con- 
ference by special committees set 
up fertile purpose. 

Sources tola the Jordan Times 
that the differences were mainly 


between Iraq and Syria over a res- 
olution drafted by Iraq which cal- 
led for a strong condemnation of 
Iran for its continued aggression 
against Iraq. Syria was insisting 
that any form of condemnation be 
excluded from the resolution since 
“such denunciation would only 
complicate mediation efforts/’ 
However, the Syrian delegation 
said Syria “found it painful to 
watch the Iranian occupation of 
Arab (Iraqi) territory." the sou- 
rces said. 

A special committee including 
Syria. Tunis and Iraq were wor- 
king towards settling the Syrian- 
Iraqi differences, the sources said. 

Tne sources saRl the closed- 
door meeting had also reached 
agreement to include a call for an 
international conference on the 
Middle East in a resolution dra- 
fted by the Palestine National 
Council (PNC). The reference was 
removed from the resolution dur- 


ing debate on the document by the 
political committee of the APU 
Wednesday morning but the Jor- 
danian and Palestinian del- 
egations had said they were to 
raise the issue in the full APU ses- 
sion Wednesday evening. 

The final resolution had also 
been a mended . the sources added . 

The final recommendations 
were formulated on the basis of 
the outcome of lengthy, som- 
etimes fervent, discussions by two 
special committees set up by the 
conference. 

The first of the two committees, 
the political committee, in its 
morning and evening sessions 
approved seven draft resolutions 
submitted by the Syrian. Iraqi and 
Lebanese delegations. 

The committee endorsed three 
draft resolutions on the Palestine 
cause, the Iran -Iraq war and Leb- 
anese civil war. TTie three res- 
olutions were submitted by the 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC), and the Iraqi and Leb- 
anese delegations respectively. 
However, a' heated debate bet- 
ween the Syrian and Iraqi del- 
egations over Syrian support to 
Iran against Iraq preceded the 
approval of the resolution of Gulf 
war.

Assad receives papal message, 
pledges to seek Lebanese peace 


DAMASCUS (AP) - Pope John 
Paul U's special envoy, Mon. sign or 
Achillc Sifvestrini. conferred on 
Wednesday with President Hafez 
A! Assad seeking to revive Syrian 
efforts to pacify Lebanon after 1 1 
years of civil war. 

The Syrian Arab News Agency 
(SANA) said Mgr. SUvestrini, the 
Holy See’s foreign minister, del- 
ivered a letter to Mr. Assad from 
the Pope dealing with the efforts 
to restore peace to Lebanon. 

The meeting was attended by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Farouq 
Al Shara’a and the papal nuncios 
in Lebanon and Syria, -Monsignors 
Luciano Angel on i and Nicola 
Rocunno. 

*’ Monsignor Siivestrini stressed 
the Vatican’s confidence in the 
wisdom of the Syrian president 
and his ability to resolve the Leb- 


anese crisis,” SANA reported. 

It quoted Mgr. Silvestrini as say- 
ing Mr. Assad’s "‘great power will 
push Lebanon in the right dir- 
ection towards unity, stability and 
security and consecrate its Arab 
identity and its distinguished rel- 
ations with Syria.” 

SANA said Mr. Assad, in turn, 
stressed that Syria has made “big 
sacrifices” to help the Lebanese' 
overcome their problems and saf- 
eguard their unity. 

“The president assured the Vat- 
ican envoy that Syria is det- 
ermined to continue its effons to 
help our Lebanese brothers reach 
u national solution which gua- 
rantees coexistence among its 
people on the basis of justice. 
Arab belonging and special rel- 
ations with Syria.” SANA said. 

It quoted Mr. Assad as saying 


Syria’s concern for its Western 
neighbour is based on its belief 
that “the Lebanese and Syrian 
people arc one.” 

However, there was no ind- 
ication whether the papal envoy 
has succeeded in ending the 
two- month rupture between Mr. 
Assad and Lebanese President 
Amin Gcmuyel. 

Relations between the two lea- 
ders were badly strained after Mr. 
Gcmaycl scuttled Syria's peace 
efforts and launched a bloody cra- 
ckdown on pro-Syrian Christian 
militiamen Jan. 1 5. More than 350 
people were killed. 

Syria’s Lebanese allies b3ve 
since been campaigning for Mr. 
Gemayei's ouster. But hardline 
Christians have rallied around the 
44-ycar-old Marouite Catholic 
president.

S. African policeman opens fire 
on students, kills 1, injures 80 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — A 
policeman opened fire on a crowd 
of peaceful teenagers and other 
officers then fired “at random.” 
killing one youth and wounding 80 
other people, :i homeland leader 
said Wednesday. 

In a separate dash, police said 
they wounded 14 bluck women 
when they opened fire to disperse 
anti-apartheid protesters who had 
set fire to a vehicle. 

Chief Minister Enos Mabuza of 
the Kangwane homeland on South 
Africa's eastern border demanded 
a full investigation into the sho- 
otings Tuesday outside a court in 
the Kabokweni township. 

“Most of the pupils who were 
interviewed at the The mb a hos- 
pital had bixdshot wounds on their 
backs,” Mr. Mabuza said. 


Police headquarters said a 
crowd of about 2,000 gathered at 
the court building in support of 
cightyouths facing charges related 
to unrest in the township last 
month. The police version said the 
crowd became unruly, refused 
orders to disperse, and Chen police 
fired tear gas and birdshot to sca- 
tter the youths. 

A statement said one 14- 
year-old was shot dead and 80 
people injured in the initial clash, 
and another 15-year-old was shot 
to death and a youth wounded in 
later fighting. 

“From information received 
from five independent sources, it 
appears that hundreds of pupils 
converged at the Kabokweni mag- 
istrate’s office” for the court case. 
Mr. Mabuza said in a statement.

Iraqis raid Iranian 
camp, oil complex 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq 
said on Wednesday its warplanes 
bombed an Iranian military camp 
and another oQ facility and inf- 
licted heavy casualties and dam- 
age. 

Iran also said it bombed Iraqi 
facilities on Wednesday and ren- 
ewed its warning to Arab cou- 
ntries in the Gulf region to stop 
supporting Iraq in the war. 

Baghdad Radio, said for- 
mations of Iraqi war planes bom- 
bed an Iranian oil complex at 
Ganavch on the eastern coast of 
the Gulf, setting it ablaze. 

The jets then raided the Musak 
military camp in southern Iran, 
inflicting heavy casualties and 
damage, the radio said. 

An Iranian war communique, 
carried by the official Islamic 
Republic News Agency (IRNA). 
said Iranian jets struck a! the Iraqi 
mOitaiy command headquarters 
south of the southern Iraqi city of 
Basra. 


The Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
said Iraqi anti-aircraft gunners 
brought down an Iranian F-4 fig- 
hter plane over the Fao Peninsula 
on Tuesday. 

Quoting a military spokesman. 
INA said the plane was seen fal- 
ling inside Iranian-held territory. 

Baghdad Radio said Iraqi jets 
and helicopter gunships continued 
on Wednesday to attack Iranian 
positions in the Fao Peninsula, 
after fierce night-long clashes that 
turned the skies over the area into 
a " huge fireball.” 

The Iraqi air raid on Ganaveh 
on Wednesday was the fourth 
since Iran launched a new off- 
ensive across the Shatt Al Arab 
waterway into Iraq's southern Fao 
Peninsula on Feb. 9. The complex 
houses a central ofl pumping sta- 
tion and a pipeline network that 
feeds Iran's oil terminal island of 
Kharg. 40 kilometres to the sou- 
thwest in the Gulf. 


French mediator remains under wraps in Beirut 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — France's 
independent mediator Razab 
Raad bargained in secret with the 
k idnappers of French hostages on 
Wednesday, but his efforts pro- 
duced no sign of a breakthrough. 

Dr. Raad. a Lebanese-born 
physician turned politician, rem- 
ained underground for a second 
day as an official French envoy. 
Serge Boidcvaix, met Nabih Bern, 
Lebanon's most powerful Shfite 
leader. 

Dr. Raad is the only negotiator 
the kidnappers — the diadowy 
Islamic Jihad (holy war) — have 
said they will talk with. 

The hostage crisis deepened 
amid the final runup to France's 
National Assembly elections on 
Sunday and heated debate over 
the government's failure to free 
the captives. 

He is running in the election on 
a Gaullist ticket. 

However. Islamic J ihad stressed 
in its last communique on Mon- 
day: “We do not want to go into

Iraq pardons deported dissidents 

PARIS (AP) —Iraqi President Saddam Hussein has pardoned two 
Iraqi dissidents expelled to Iraq by France two weeks ago, an 
action Mamir Jihad has claimed led to the alleged execution of 
French hostage Michel Seurat in Lebanon, the French Foreign 
Mfciis&y said Wednesday . The ministry said reports of the pardon 
“correspond with information (it) received from Baghdad.* Iraqi 
sources in Baghdad were reported to have said the two men, Fawri 
Hamza and Mohammad Hassan Kbeireddine, were free to return 
to France if they willed. The two men were among 13 mffitauts of 
Mkleast or African origin expelled by France after a roundup 
following a series ofbomb explosions in Paris stores. There was no 
allegation raj of those expelled were involved in the bombings.

MANILA (R) — The Philippine 
government sent an investigator 
to Washington on Wednesday to 
probe alleged attempts by dep- 
osed President Ferdinand Marcos 
to buy influence in the White 
House. 

The head of a commission try- 
ing to claw back Mr. Marcos’s est- 
imated S10 billion hidden wealth 
said be aimed to uncover a rep- 
orted six-year drive by Mr. Mar- 
cos to “capture” US. goodwill at 
the highest level. 

Jovita Salonga, chairman of 
President Corazon Aquino's 
commission on good government, 
told reporters at Manila airport 
the charges had still to be proved 
but added: 

“All these will be verified by the 
commission. The truth or falsity 
will be a matter for the com- 
mission to determine.'' 

The pro- Aquino Philippine 
Inquirer newspaper said on Wed- 
nesday Mr. Marcos wanted “to 
capture key officialsof the Reagan 
^minis tration and key Reagan 
personal advisers using financial 
sweetheart deals. 

Targets of the plan, devised in 
March 1980, were Mr. Reagan, 
his wife Nancy, Vice -Pres idem 
George Bush, CIA chief Wflham 
Casey, Secretary of State George 
Shultz, Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger and some presidential 
ad veers. 

The newspaper said under file 
plan $7 mil Hon was to be given to 
tiie 1980 Reagan presidential 
campaign, and S50 million to 
committees aid groups created to 
help Mr. Reagan and Mr. Bush. 

Millions of dollars was to be 
contributed to election campaigns 
of other sympathetic candidates, it 
said.

Murphy: All parties should reassess 
approach towards Mideast peace 


TEL AVIV (AP) — U-S. envoy 
Richard Murphy recommended 
on Wednesday that all countries 
involved in the Middle East con- 
flict reassess how to launch peace 
talks between Israel and the 
Arabs. 

Emerging from an 85-minute 
meeting with Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, the assistant sec- 
retary of state told reporters: "We 
are all in a period of reflection 
about how to move ahead on 
this.” He said he had a “very tho- 
ughtful exchange” with Rabin on 
Middle East and bilateral issues 
but declined further co mme nt 

An Israeli communique issued’ 
after the meeting said Rabin and 
Mr. Murphy discussed the latest 
speeches of Syrian President 
Hafez Al Assad in which he acc- 
used Israel of plotting to occupy 
Arab lands ana vowed to achieve 
military balance with Israel. 

Mr. Murphy and Rabin also dis- 
cussed developments in Jordan 
and reviewed the situation in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and in 
southern Lebanon, the com- 
munique said. 

Peace moves have been in a 
deep freeze since King Hussein 


announced in a television address 
Feb. 19 that he was terminating 
political coordination with the 
leadership of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) tow- 
ards Middle East peace talks. 

It was Mr. Murphy’s first visit to 
the region since the Joidan-PLO 
rift and the assassination of Nab- 
lus Mayor Zafer Al Masri on 
March 2. 

US. Ambassador Thomas Pic- 
kering, Israeli military intelligence 
director Maj. Gen. Anxnon Sba- 
bak and Shrauel Goren, Israel's 
coordinator in the West Bank, 
also took part in the Murphy- 
Rabin discussions. 

Mr. Pickering, in a speech to a 
Haifa University symposium on 
the Arab-Israeli conflict, said 
what the peace process needed 
was “a psychological mould- 
breaker, some event or activity 
which created the atmosphere 
required for negotiations 

Mr. Pickering did not attend the 
gathering because he acc- 
ompanied Mr. Murphy and his 
speech was read by the embassy 
press attache. He defended the 
US. government against criticism 
that it had not done enough to fos- 


ter the peace process, saying 
’’there was little extra the US. 
could have done.” 

Mr. Pickering also said Israel 
and Jordan had been ready for 
peace talks and blamed the bre- 
akdown on PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat who he said acted with the 
encouragement of the Soviet 
Union. 

"Arafat apparently was afraid 
of negotiating from a position 
which would have forced hard 
choices on his organisation and 
probably would have fostered fur- 
ther splits and dissension,'’ he 
said. 

Earlier. Mr. Murphy met briefly 
with Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir. 

A ministry spokesman told rep- 
oners that Mr. Murphy, who vis- 
ited Tunisia and Egypt before 
commg here, would be returning 
to the United States on Thursday 
and had no plans to include Jordan 
in his itinerary. 

Renter adds: Mr. Murphy also 
gave Israeli leaders an assessment 
of the situation in Egypt following 
recent riots and how they might 
influence Cairo's relations with 
Israel, offic ials said. 


New probe fuels speculation on Kohl’s future 


BONN (Agencies) — The launch 
of a second legal investigation aga- 
inst West German Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl prompted spe- 
culation on Wednesday that he 
could be forced from office before 
national elections in January next 
year. 

The start new formal pro- 
ceedings against the chancellor 
was announced on Tuesday and 
some commentators said on Wed- 
nesday it was still unclear how 
much damage the affair would 
cause himas poll campaigning gets 
under way. 

In one of the sharpest reactions 
to the news that Dr. Kohl now 
faces two inquiries which could 
each lead to criminal charges, the 
conservative daily General Anz- 
eiger said Dr. Kohl’s authority was 
now waning and the SPD stood to 
gain from bis troubles. 

"After the sunshine of an eco- 
nomic revival the chancel lor is suf- 


fering one blow after another." 
the newspaper said. 

“Ten months before national 
elections it is no looger certain 
that he wfll be in office when they 
take place.” 

Some independent political 
analysis on radio and television 
took the same view and predicted 
Dr. Kohl would have no choice 
but to step down if the two pro- 
ceedings against him led to pro- 
secution. 

The parliamentary leader of the 
opposition Social Democrats 
(SPD) called the opening of the 
second prosecutor's probe agamst 
Chancellor Kohl a “serious 
event.” 

Hans-Jochen Vogel spoke to 
reporters a day after fee Bonn 
prosecutor's office announced fee 
opening of an investigation in a 
political contributions case. 

A state prosecutor in Koblenz 
on Feb. 24 opened a s imilar inv- 


estigation also stemming from all- 
eged illegal political con- 
tributions. 

Mr. Vogel reminded reporters 
feat the Koblenz probe is the first 
prosecutor s investigation against 
a chancellor in office since West 
Germany was formed in 1949. 

Many major dailies also took a- 
cautious approach to fee new legal 
inquiry and indicated uncertainty 
abouthow to evaluate the political 
damage it could cause to the cha- 
ncellor. 

But in an indication that the aff- 
air could well emerge into a major 
election issue, a senior CDU off- 
icial charged feat the SPD could 
be behind them.

Weinberger hopes U.S.- Jordan 
military relationship will continue 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — U.S. Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger expressed the hope that the Uni- 
ted States- Jordan military relationship wOl endure. 


At a press briefing in Was- 
hington, a questkmer paraphrased 
KingHussein to the effect that the" 
military relationship between the 
United States and Jordan had 
come to an end. 

In reply, Mr. Weinberger. said, 
“X would very much hope that the 
nnhtaxy relationship has not come 
to an end, and I don’t really bel- 
ieve that it has.” 

Mr. Weinberger explained that 
the United States has "many con- 
gruent interests in die Mideast 
with Jordan ... it is extremely imp- 
ortant, I think, that we maintain a 
dose working relationship.’' 

Regarding other Middle East 
concerns, Mr. Weinberger said: . 

— The United States certainly 
would be glad to work with the 
Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC) 
to help bring about an end to the 
Iran -Iraq war. 

The United States is con- 
cerned about renewed tensions on 
the IsraeK-Syrian front. 

— The United States is doing its 
bests to promote President Rea- 
gan’s Middle East peace initiative 
of September 1982. 

In the wide-ranging press bri- 
efing, Secretary Weinberger was 
also asked about the Strategic 
Defence Initiative, nuclear wea- 
pons testing, Nicaragua, Korea, 
Japan, and New Zealand. 

Following are Middle East- 
related excerpts from the tra- 
nscript of the Weinberger press 
briefing, which took place March 
10 at the Foreign Press Centre in 
Washington: 

Question: Mr. Secretary, how 
do you view the recent dev- 
elopment in the Iraq -Iran" war, 
and are you concerned about the 
threat of the Iranian occupation of 
Fao on the Gulf Cooperation 
Council? And what is the UJS. 
contribution tp keep the Iranians 
from attacking such as Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia? 

Secretary Weinberger: Well, 
the United States does not make 
contributions in that war.T think 
it's fair to say that we are. of cou- 
rse. concerned at what could be a 
: destabilising development if the 
’ Iragr Anned Forces don’t restore 
! fejrofntHM of the "salient at A1 
’ Fao. It has long been recognised 
by us that our best course, and the 
best course for the Middle East, 
would be to have that war end. 
And destabilising developments 
in the war, I think quite properly, 
have excited the concern of the 


Gulf Cooperation Council. And I 
think that they are trying in every 
way they can to bring about an rad 
to that war, and we certainly 
would be glad to work with them 
in ways that they think are app- 
ropriate. j 

Q: A recent DOD (Dep- 
artment of Defence) report that 
the Israeli Lavi fighter is ove- 
rpriced has apparently caused fri- 
ction between Israel and the Uni- 
ted States. Do you think the Isr- 
aelis can continue at this rate, at 
the current level? And what adv- 
ice migh t you give them? 

A: Well, I would hesitate very 
much to give advice to Israelis on 
aircraft construction or what they 
wish to procure. At their request, 
we furnished information with 
respect to what we saw as cost 
trends, and ultimate costs. It’s a 
very expensive thing to develop 
bo til an aircraft industry and a new 
plane. And we gave them the best 
information that we could, and 
what use they make of it will be 
entirely up to them. 

Q: Following the renewed ten- 
sion on the Israeli-Syrian front, 
and as the Soviets have a mutual 
defence pact with Syria and the 
US. has some strategic coo- 
peration with Israel, how con- 
cerned are you at this tension and 
•could it be a conflagration point, 
for the superpowers? 

A: Well, anything could be in- 
the Mideast and we want very 
much to try to avoid that. We're 
obviously concerned with any inc- 
reased tension, and we obviously 
do our very best to secure the pre- 
sident's peace initiative for the 
Mideast which I think offers really 
the only viable hope for a lasting 
peace in that region. .Anything 
that interferes with that or any- 
thing that delays its acc- 
omplishment is. of course . an unf- 
ortunate event from our point of 
view . So that would be the way we 
would view that. 

Q: King Hussein recently stated 
that the military relationship bet- 
ween Jordan and the US. has 
come to an end. In light of recent 
problems over arms to Jordan on 
Capitol Hill, has that relationship 
really come to an end? 

A; Well, I hope not. I think it 
would be very unfortunate if it 
had. And I think the King shares 
that feeling. We have many con- 
gruent interests in the Mideast 
with Jordan and with many ofher 
countries in the Mideast. And it is 
extremely important, I think , that 


we maintain a dose working rel- j 
atkndup. And certainly, there 
have been many, many yean of] 
dose personal relationships .as! 
well as great friendship between 
the United States and Jordan. 
And I would very much hope that 
the military relationship has not 
come to mi end, and I don’t really 
believe that it has. I hope not. 

Q: If Imay follow up on the Lavi 
question. Mr. Secretary, a year 
ago at a similar news conference 
here, you weren't, I would say, 
very "fond of the creation of the 
Lavi jetfigfater jn Israel. “Since 
then, did you change your mind? 

A: No, I haven’t changed my 
min d. I don't recall ever exp- 
ressing pub lid y any feelings about 
it one way or the Other. It’s ent- 
irely a matter of what the Israeli 
government wants to do. We have 
pointed out to them at their req- 
uest the veiy, very . substantial 
costs involved in, such a venture 
and given them other information 
about other planes and that sort of 
thing that they asked for, but I 
have, I thought, relatively car- 
efully refrained from giving any- 
body any advice on any of these 
matters. If we’re asked our opi- 
nion or if we’re asked for some 
specific pieces of information, we 
give it, but there’s no question 
whatever, and everybody agrees, 
that buflding a new plane from 
scratch of that kind is an eno- 
rmously expensive undertaking; 
and they ask for various cost fig- 
ures and those have been fur- 
nished to them, and I think that 
our estimates probably differed 
somewhat from some of the ear- 
lier ones they had. What they do 
with it is entirely up to them. 

Q: Mr. Secretary, Israeli Air 
Force commander Gen. LapidoL 
when he was asked by CBS Mor- 
ley Safer about the Israeli Air 
Force crossing the borders into 


other countries such as Iraq and 
T lmis « jajd that the Israeli Air 
Force will do it again m other 
areas, to paraphrase what be said. 
In light of your strategic coo- 
peration agreement between the 
United States and Israel, how do 
yon comment on such objectives, 
an approadi of Israeli Air Force to 
go wherever they want to go? 

A: I didn't hear his statement, 
so I wouldn’t be able to comment 
on it in any detail. The American 
military assistance and American 
military technologies inc- 
orporated into weapons systems 
are all required to be used for 
self-defence, and that has been 
part of our law for a long time, and 
I don’t know that anything he said 
— since I didn't hear it — in any 
way contravenes that. 

Q: Last week, there were rep- 
orts in town that the AIPAC 
(American Israel Public Affairs 
Committee) proposed to the adm- 
inistration a deal that they would 
help them an behalf to get the aid 
to the Contras, and in return the 
administration will cut down the 
arms sales to Saudi Arabia. What 
do you think of this proposal, to 
what extent the government will 
go with such a deal? And in light of 
the report, what is the status of the 
Saudi sale at this time? 

A: I have not heard of any such 
proposal and I don't think that 
there would be any feeling that 
matters of that kind should be lin- 
ked. We dothink that assistance to 
the Contras is vital for the defence 
of die United States as well as for 
the securing of basic, elementary 
rights to the Contras. And as far as 
Saudi Arabia is concerned, we 
think the conditions in the Gulf, 
some of which were alluded to ear- 
lier, require an additional str- 
engthening of their defences. I 
don't think that they axe linked in 
any way. 


Rabin expects hostilities 
with Syria this year 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Defence Min- 
ister Yitzhak Rabin has warned 
that violence might erupt along 
the Israel l-Syrian border this 
spring or summer, an Israeli new- 
spaper reported Wednesday. 

Rabin told parliament’s Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
on Tuesday that Israel must be on 
the alert for possible Syrian agg- 
ression. tile daily Yediot Ahronot 
reported. 

The defence minister referred 
to two recent speeches by Syrian 
President Hafez Assad which inc- 


luded a pledge to reach mQitaxy 
parity with Israel. Mr. Assad said 
Syria intended to win back the str-- 
ategic Golan Heights which Israel 
captured in the 1967 Mideast war 
and annexed in 1981 . 

Rabin also dismissed sta~ 
.7 tements by Syrian government off- 
icials denying that Syria had war- 
like intentions. 

"Usually President Assad is a 
restrained man who doesn’t make 
idle statements,'’ the paper quo- 
ted him as telling the committee. 
"It’s wise to listen to ‘Assad him- 
self. not his spokesmen.”

Calling Saudi Arabia the key to 
the defence of the strategically 
important Gulf states, the official, 
who asked not to be named, told 
reporters: “Our willingness to 
support Saudi self-defence has 
served as a deterrent to Iran. Act- 
ing now will send a strong signal to 
Iran.” 

The Iranian success in capturing 
and holding the Iraqi ofl port of 
Fao against repeated Iraqi 
counter-attacks has moved the 
war close to the border of Kuwait 


The proposed sale includes

siles, 200 shoulder-fired Stinger 
ground-to-air missiles and 100 
Harpoon air- to- sea missiles.

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Arab universities’ council 
to convene here Sunday 


'AMMAN (Petra) — The Ass- 
option of Arab Universities 
(AAU) will open its 19th council 
meeting in Amman on Sunday 
under the patronage of His Royal 
^Shoess Crown Prince Hassan. 

AAU Secretary General Moh- 
ammad Dugheim said in a sta- 
tement carried by the Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra, that the cou- 
ncil will discuss a number of sub- 
jects including die estab lishment 
of an information and data centre 
at AAU headquarters in Amman . 
Other topics on the agenda inc- 
lude the equivalence of Arab and 
foreign certificates and diplomas, 
introducing a unifi ed scale of uni- 


versity professors in terms of deg- 
rees and fixture (dans for higher 
education within the Arab World, 
Dr. Dugheim said. 

He continued that the council 
will discuss amendments to 
AAU regulations and bylaws and 
a number of proposals on bolding 
seminars to be held in die coming 
two years, in addition to org- 
anising a sports festival for Arab 
universities and a number of adm- 
inistration procedures. 


According to Dr. Dugheim, 
representatives of 55 member 
universities will attend the three- 
day meeting. 


AMPCO to start processing 
tomatoes at Ghor Safi factory 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Agr- 
icultural Marketing and Pro- 


cessing^ Company of Jordan 


-O) plans to start pro- 
cessing tomatoes at its factory in 
Ghor AI Safi, southern Jordan, as 
soon as it receives consignments 
from tomato growers in that reg- 
ion, AMPCO Director General 
Marwan Dudin announced Wed- 
nesday. 

He said that AMPCO had ear- 
lier made contracts with fanners 
to buy tomato crops and that it will 
only accept consignments agreed 
on for processing in imp- 
lementation of -a government dec- 


ision in this respect. 

In the meantime, AMPCO will 
continue to receive consignments 
of tomatoes for export, provided 
they conform to the quality sta- 
ndards set by the government. Mr. 
Dudin said. 

He said that AMPCO can only 
receive between 150 and 180 ton- 
nes of tomatoes daily for export 
and so far no additional con- 
signments have been arriving at its 
centres from local producers. 
Unless the tomatoes intended for 
export are of good quality, he said. 
AMPCO will not undertake to 
market die commodity abroad. 


West Germany banking team 
concludes visit to Jordan 


AMMAN (Petra) — A delegation 
from die West German Rec- 
onstruction and Development 
Bank left Amman Wednesday at 
the end of a week-long visit to 
Jordan. During the visit the del- 
egation toured projects being car- 
ried out in the country with West 
German assistance and discussed 
with Jordanian officials a pro- 
gramme for West German aid to 


implement development projects 
in Jordan. 


Among the projects drat have 
been implemented with aid from 
West Germany are the Aqaba 
Thermal Power Station, the East 
Ghor Canal in the Jordan Valley 
and the on-going project for the 
development of lands in the Zarqa 
River Basin. 




Audit Bureau director returns 
from accountancy meetings 


AMMAN (Petra) — Director of 
the Audit Bureau. Dr. Hisham Al 
Dabbas, returned to A mman from 
Tunis after representing Jordan at 
tile Arab League's higher ttce- 
cutive council for accountancy and 
audit control which concluded its 
meeting on March 8. 

He said in a statement upon ret- 
urning to Amman that the six-day 
council meeting approved a pro- 
posal for bolding training courses 
during 1986 at Afferent levels for 


Arab personnel employed in Arab 
audit departments. The council 
also agreed to hold seminars des- 
igned to raise the efficiency of 
accountants and auditors in A mb 
public organisations. 

The council meeting also dec- 
ided to hold a general conference 
for heads of central Arab audit 
bureaux in the United Arab Emi- 
rates in December, Dr. Dabbas 
said.

UNRWA calls

AMMAN (J.T.) — The United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA) has called for a mee- 
ting by major contributors to 
UNRWA's budget to examine the 
agency’s programmes and to deb- 
ate its future, according to an 
UNRWA release made available 
in Jordan cm Wednesday. 

The release said that UNRWA 
Commissioner- General Giorgio 
GiacomelE called for the meeting 
which will also be attended by rep- 
resentatives of Arab countries 
hosting refugees in the Middle 
East region. 

UNRWA provides education, 
health and relief services to Pal- 
estine refugees living in the host 
countries and also in the Israeli- 
occupied territories. UNRWA has 
been facing financial problems 
- and has an estimated 1 986 income 
of S178 milKon for a budget of 
SI 94 million. 

Mr. GiacomelE. making the 
announcement of the meeting at 
an information meeting for per- 
manent missions to me United 
Nations in Vienna, said he was 
making preparations for the pro-

AMMAN (J.T.) —The Passports 
Department last year issued a 
total of 228.459 passports com- 
pared with 210,430 in 1984, acc- 
ording to department director 
Mohammad AJ Qudah. 

He was quoted by Al Ra’i Ara- 
bic daily newspaper as saying that 
his department encourages stu- 
dents to applyfor passports now in 
order to avoid congestion at pas- 
sport offices during the summer 
months. In the summer many exp- 
atriates on holiday in Jordan apply 
to renew their passports and oth- 
ers visitmg the occupied West 
Bank also apply for temporary 
passports making it difficult for 
the department to handle the 
flood of applications, he con- 
tinued. 

The passports are now being 
typed out through a computer ins- 
tead of writing tiie names and 
other particulars by hand, thus 
saving a lot of time m the process 
of i gating passports, Mr. Qudab 
said.

Crown Prince expresses concern 
over poverty level, lack of 
services in Tafileh region 

Prince Hassan suggests comprehensive plan , joint efforts 
to improve health, housing and social facilities in the south 


TAFILEH (Petra) — His Royal Highness Crown 
ftince Hassan Wednesday chaired a meeting in Taf- 
ileh to review development projects to be carried oat 
in the Tafileh govemorate within the 1986-1990 five 
year development plan. 


Addressing the meeting, which 
was attended by Minister of Pla- 
nning Abdullah Nsour, the gov- 
ernor of Ma’an and other officials. 
Prince Hassan spoke of the need 
to provide a decent living for the 
people of Tafileh. 

At present more than 1.500 
families in the district are living in 
poverty, and others await direct 
assistance from the Ministry of 
Social Development, Prince Has- 
san pointed out. He said that a 
comprehensive and detailed sur- 
vey should be made before taking 
measures to solve the problem of 
poverty and that this survey sho- 
uld be conducted with the help of a 
special team of specialists capable 

of handling this h umanitarian 
task. This team should direct its 
attention to finding a means for 
youth to earn a decent Eving in 
agriculture or trade, Prince Has- 
san sa id. 

In his speech. Prince Hassan 
said that he was also pained to see 
improper medical services in the 
Tafileh district and he said it is 
necessary for the health aut- 
horities to stan building a new 
hospital as soon as possible and 
that further programmes for mot- 
her and child care should be int- 
roduced in the region. 

Prince Hassan said that a 
general survey should be con- 
ducted prior to introducing real 
health and social improvements 
and reforms in tiie govemorate. 
On tiie subject of housing, Prince 
Hassan urged tiie authorities to 
buikl housing estates provided 
with all social, health, educational 
and commercial services and other 
infrastructure services Eke water 
and electricity. Prince Hassan cal- 
led on various authorities to join 
forces in implementing housing 
projects in Tafileh Governors te. 
?tjfa his speech, "Prince Hassan 
said that the Tafileh Govemorate 
has a special status in the hearts of 
the Jordanian people due to its 


historical importance and its loc- 
ation on die trade and caravan 
routes, and the routes of the Isl- 
amic conquests. 

Tafileh Acting Governor Rateb 
Al Majali also made a speech in 
which he outlined the major pro- 
jects which will be carried out in 
the district within tiie five-year 
plan. He said a total of JD 75 mil- 
lion will be spent on social, eco- 
nomic and services projects in the 
region. Social services will have 
the Eon’s share, JD 27.8 milEon, 
Mr. Majali said. The area has been 
divided into 36 administrative 
units for the sake of distribu ting 
the projects. 

According to Mr. Majali, the 
five-year plan entails the exp- 
loitation of natural resources, 
economic potential and tourism 
and creating job opportunities to 
increase family income, providing 
ioqnoved social services and a 
higher standard of living. Special 
attention will be given to agr- 
iculture and new techniques and 
methods will have to be adopted 
for improving prodnetion, Mr. 
Majali said. 

The Tafileh region has the low- 
est population growth rate in the 
Kingdom which means that most 
of its people tend to migrate to- 
other regions, Mr. Majali added. 
He said the new plan aims at pro- 
viding jobs to stem migration. 

Mr. Majali said that the Tafileh

area has an estimated eight million 
cubic metres of underground 


water reserves in addition to 14 
milEon cubic metres in the Hassa 
region as well as natural resources 
such as phosphates and cement 
which are being exploited. He said 
the area has copper, marble and 
oil shale deposits which have not 
yet been tapped and hac tourist 
and mineral water attractions that 
should be exploited to draw rev- 
enue for the district's population. 

Another speaker at the meeting: 
was Muslem Al ZaghalB, mayor of 
Tafileh, who outlined his mun- 
icipality’s plan. The projects inc- 
luded in the plan provide for imp- 
roving social, health and edu- 
cational and sports facilities, the 
mayor said. He said that JD 13 
mil Eon have been allocated for 
building housing units, JD 
830,000 will be spent on building 
a hotel and will spent JD 43 mo- 
tion on improving public services.

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Arab- Americans make deep roots in the U.S. 


SAN FRANCISCO — Maybe 
in this time of political tur- 
bulence in the Middle East a 
few simple observations about 
Palestinians and Arabs, from 
far aw ay. may be of some int- 
erest to readers. I would like to 
talk about their visibility and 
influence in the United States.' 

Let me begji with the nei- 
ghbourhood in which I live. It is 
an area of small houses in a part 
of San Francisco which is close 
to the Pacific Ocean. People 
who live here have families. 
More recently those families 
have become ' bigger. That is 
because of new immigrants, 
primarily from £ast ( AscuJb<ui_ 
also because more Arabs are 
arriving. , f 

I can see the growing Arab 
presence because more and 
more signs in Arabic are app- 
earing. In fact, other than Eng- 
lish, Chinese and Arabic are 
the only two foreign writings 
one sees in this nei- 
ghbourhood. Ten years ago 
when my family arrived in this 


neighbourhood, there was little 
in the way of a Chinese pre- 
sence and none that was Arab. 
Now that has changed. There 
are two stores which specialise 
in Arab language videos. There 
are Arab restaurants which 
feature die usual kubba, sha- 
warma.ka’k al-Quds. But what 
is not usual is that gradually 
these dishes are becoming 
popular with Americans. Even 
Chinese, known for their love 
of good food, can be seen enj- 
oying tiie humus! 

But perhaps more int- 
e res ting to Middle Eastern 
readers is the fact that, slowly. 
Arab publications, are beg- 
in&fflg to appear forpublic sale. 
And lam struck by bow many 
more places have a sign, 
only in Arabic, saying: 

. The 

Sharq al-Ausat seems to be 
becoming the leading source of 
Arabic language news in the 
United States. Even with my 


slow (but improving) reading 
of Arabic, I pick up copies 
every week or two and go over 
it, along with A1 Ra’i and 
An-Nahar. 

Why should this be of any 
interest beyond showing that 
there are more and more Arab 
people in the San Francisco 
Bay region? To me itshows the 
strength and resiliency of Arab 
people. Most who come to the 
United States are not rich. 
Some are quite poor. But like 
the Chinese, they work ext- 
remely hard. They have an abi- 
lity to remain friendly even 
when met with hostility. Unlike 
oar Russian population which 
re mams quietly in the shadows, 
our Arab cousins come out into 
the open. Not far from where 
we live there is a theatre which 
on occasion shows Arab- 
ian guage films. The theatre is 
owned and managed by a jew. 
That too shows that despite the 
power of Zionism, many Jews 
show their traditional fri- 


endfiness to Arabs whose lan- 
guage is dosely related lo their 
own language. 

But tile growing public pre- 
sence of Arabs in my rity which 
pleases me a great deal is not 
just an isolated phenomenon. 
Throughout the United States, 
Arab- America ns are beg- 
inning to stand op and protest, 
angri ly, at the indignities that 
they have been suffering from 
hostile media, politicians hum- 
bling themselves before pro- 
Israel forces, and even from a 
general population that has 
been mis -educated to think 
that Arabs are either rich or 
terrorists. I remember a piece 
in this newspaper from January- 
25 where the writer sadly asks: 
“Has the image of Palestinians 
to the world become one con- 
nected with kOling. des- 
truction. terror?” Yes, unf- 
ortunately, that image has been 
implanted on world opinion, 
yet Arabs in this country are 
straggling against it ... and with 


more and more success. 

A young man who too writes 
for this newspaper. James 
Zogby, must be given credit for 
playing so important a role in 
this struggle. And the 
Arab- American Anti- 
Discximination League, dir- 
ectly modelled after a similar 
one founded many years ago by 
Jews has been fighting against 
sc urrilous distortions of Arab 

realties, histoty, and especially 

people, so common in the 
American media. 

Arabs in America come 
from many lands. Many are 
Palestinian and Lebanese. But 
there are growing numbers of 
Egyptians T Yemenis, and even 
Sudanese. I was struck the 
other day when my family and I 
ate in an Arab restaurant and a 
black man speaking flawless 
Arabic «*n«! in and -began to 
enjoy an Arab meal. A very 
close friend of mine is a Chr- 
istian Sudanese from the 
South. I envy his equally fla- 
wless Arabic. And, of course. 


things Arabic are po pular 
among American blacks, many 
of whom have become Muslim. 

All of these people fed a 
sense of kinship with the Arab 
Middle East. Their sentiments 
are not reflected in the Ame- 
rican media c au g h t in their 
warped anti- Arab prejudices. 
Much of it comes from non- 
Jews who stupidly think they 
are pleasing their Jewish cli- 
entele when tbev cast slurs at 
Arabs. But I say to people who 
ought read these words that 
despite the destorted images, 
there is growing friendliness 
here, far away from yon, for 
you as a people and nations and 
cultures. 

Perhaps the kind of Arab- 
and Muslim and friendly sol- 
idarity with the Middle East we 
see increasingly in this country 
may also be an exampls to the 
quarreling factions over there. 
Are not words like

Terrorism: From Rambo to Mr. Shultz

have beard many times before the thesis that Palestinian acc- 
eptance of Israel's existence, or its “right to exist," is a pre- 
requisite for peace talks. We have never subscribed to the 
theory that unilateral and u priori Palestinian acceptance of 
Israel's existence and statehood — usually enunciated by the 
United States and Israel — is the starting point for peace talks, 
and we do not believe it holds much chance now of unlocking 
the door to peace. 

The essential fact remains that the problem of Palestine is the 
problem of two people — Zionists and Palestinians — who 
covet the same land. It is not only, or first of all, the problem ef 
Arab recognition of Israel. For one protagonist to bow to the 
demands of the other as a pre-requisite for negotiations strikes 
us as a formula for the kind of false self-delusions that formed 
the basis, for example, of the “peace" the Americans neg- 
otiated in Vietnam. How long did that “peace'’ last? Perhaps 
we amid be reminded by some testimony from the American 
embassy officials who fled Saigon by helicopter from the roof of 
their embassy? 

The universal desire to resolve the Arab-Israeli conflict pea- 
cefully must be based on the fact that the rights of both Israelis 
end Palestinians should be addressed and realised if there is to 
he a chance for a just and lasting peace. Therefore we do not 
feel it is appropriate for the Palestinians to be asked to rec- 
ognise Israel first, as an Initial step to unlocking the peace 
process. At the same time, the Palestinian leadership should be 
more flexible and daring in probing any opportunities that 
present themselves for an honourable negotiated peace. The 
path to peace still lies in securing from the Israelis and-the 
Palestinians mutual and simultaneous recognition of each 
other’s right of national self-determination, security and int- 
ernationally recognised frontiers. In such balance will be found 
true justice, real peace, and enough honesty to pass on to future 
generations.

Al Rai: Dangers to the nation 

KING Hussein was careful in his speech lo the Arab par- 
liamentarians in A rnrnan Tuesday to name Jordan's basic principles 
and policies with regard to the Palestine problem, and the Arab 
Israeli conflict. He also pointed out the main dangers which the Arab ' 
nation is facing: The Israeli aggression, the Iranian aggression and 
the separatist movement in southern Sudan. He also pointed to the 
way which can end Arab weakness and Arab disunity. Above ail, the 
King made it clear that Jordan considers the Palestine question as its 
major and central issue, and therefore, will go on helping the Pal- 
estinians to regain their lost territory and rights in their homeland. 
But. he said, that Jordan will never act as proxy or substitute for the 
Palestinians, and will never act for them in any way. Jordan, the 
monarch said, is firmly committed to the resolutions of Arab summit 
meetings, and is keen on implementing them because it considers 
them national duties that should not be neglected. With reference to 
the Gulf war. the King emphasised that Jordan has been supporting 
Iraq in expression of its national commitments and in imp- 
lementation of the Arab defence pact despite the failure on the part 
of other Arab countries to do so. He urged ail Arabs to mobilise their 
efforts and rally behind Iraq to enable it to deal a final defeat to the 
enemy. 


TERRORISM is fast becoming 
the norm of the atomic age. It has 
made every single one of us a pot- 
ential victim. 

Oppression and injustice, which 
are cited as the main causes of ter- 
rorism. have existed for millenia. 
Why. then this scourge of int- 
ernational terrorism in our time? 

Modem technology and its pro- 
liferation. experts say. have pro- 
vided the physical elements of 
contemporary terrorism: the aer- 
oplane. the compact but for- 
midable hand-held weapon, rem- 
ote control electronic bombs, the 
immediacy of electronic news 
broadcasting. When terrorists put 
these elements together, they 
have the world's attention. 

From America to Europe to the 
Middle East to Africa, terrorism 
knows no boundaries and nobody 
is being nice. 


political terrorism — serial mur- 
ders, gang wars and so forth — 
what can be done with the political 
terrorist, who is far more obd- 
urate? 

The politicians and pundits who 
council retribution surrender to 
sentiments that can only yield fur- 
ther violence. As professor EqbaJ 
Ahmad of the Institute for Policy 
Studies in Washington put it: 
"Experience of violence by a str- 
onger party has historically turned 
victims into terrorists. Battered 
children often become abusive 
parents. On a larger scale, state 
terror often breeds private ter- 
ror.” 

The more serious examples are 
set by governments. When pra- 
cticed' and supported by powerful 
states, terrorism is legitimised as 
an instrument of attaining political 
objectives. Today . those who con- 


I Today, those who condemn terrorism the most are 
among its primary sponsors. The Nicaraguan L an- 
nas. armed and aided by the United States, are ter- 
rorists by every definition. So is the Ismeli sponsored 
South Lebanon Army and the militant Israeli settlers 
in the occupied \\ est Bank ang Gaza. 


The U.S.. often for und- 
erstandable reasons, has become 
the prime target of terrorist acts. 
The U S. administration says it has 
come ready to deal with this war 
and to fight back, even if it takes 
using the same weapons. Only 
recently, the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the U.S. House of 
Representatives has approved a 
sweeping 1*4.3 billion anti- 
terrorism bilL The administration 
is reserving the option to "strike 
back with military force" at 
.terrorist groups deemed 
responsible for attacks on Ame- 
ricans abroad. Vice President 
George Bush, in charge of a 
newly-established "task force” 
has presented a 35-page report 
which "considered ways and 
means of dealing with terrorism." 

The causes of terrorism are mul- 
tiple. and the cure is more com- 
plex than the American cha- 
mpions of swift retribution ima- 
gine. If the threat of serious pun- 
ishment does not prevent non- 


demn terrorism the most are 
among its primary sponsors. The 
Nicaraguan contras, .armed and 
aided by the United States, are 
terrorists by every definition . So is 
the Israeli sponsored South Leb- 
anon Army and the militant Israeli 
settlers in the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza. 

With violence being viewed as 
the means of demonstrating 
strenghth and attaining political 
goals, terrorism has become a 
norm, not an aberration, in int- 
ernational politics. 

However, some countries, led 
by the United States refuse to dif- 
ferentiate between legitimate rev- 
olutionary violence and the 
attention-seeking use of terror. 

Revolutionary violence the- 
oretically eschews the ind- 
iscriminate use of terror; it tends 
to be sociologically and psy- 
chologically selective. It strikes at 
widely perceived symbols of opp- 
ression — landlords, rapacious 
officials, repressive armies. It aims 


at widening the revolutionaries' 
popular support by freeing their 
potential constituencies from the 
constraints of oppressive power. 

One important element has 
been conspicuously absent from 
discussions of terrorism in Ame- 
rica and the appropriate response 
to it: a definition of terrorism. 

At first glance, it may seem like 
an absurd point- But there is some 
disagreement on which specific 
acts are terrorist acts. .Ana some 
politicians obviously prefer a flo- 
ating definition, so an act is "ter- 
rorism" if it was committed by 
their "enemies.” but not when 
carried out by their "friends." 

That is obvious hypocricy. 
Denouncing some acts of ter- 
rorism but tacitly condoning oth- 
ers undermines moral authority, 
which is the only real source of 
influence in many parts of the 
world. 

A coherent policy on terrorism 
cannot be formulated if there is no 
solid definition of terrorism. And 
since the Americans expect their 
policy to be the standard for the 
world, bv constantly changing def- 
initions. they are" inviting their 
own policy to be thrown back in 
their face. 

Sure, there are incidents that 
most people agree are terrorist 
acts. But is it always that simple? 
Is a military action against a mil- 
itary target a terrorist one? In 
co ram on "usage, it hasn't been, but 
most American commentators 
and politicians refer to the bom- 
bing of the marine barracks in Bei- 
rut as terrorism. If the Afghan res- 
istance blew up a Red .Army bar- 
rack in Kabul, would these same 
commentators and politicians cail 
it terrorism? 


places as Laos, South Africa and

Few countries, with Iran and 
Iraq hemg the prime example, are 
involved in a conventional war. 
With conventional war. we have 
defined acceptable and una- 
cceptable behaviour. So let's view 
few examples from the modem 
age.

Is it terrorism to randomly 
destroy Chilian homes because 
mosr of the people in the area 
oppose the occupation? What if - 
the <■ homes are selectively des- 
troyed. with only the homes of rel- 
atives or resistance fighters being 
destroyed? What if they are the 
homes of "suspected”' political 
activists? 

What about the imprisonment 
of civilians who are suspected of 
supporting the resistance? 

Do civilians become legitimate 
targets when armed groups take 
up positions interpersed with the 
civilian population? Let’s assume 
chat they don’t. Now, assume that 
civilians are deliberately moved in 
with occupation troops. Do they 
become legitimate targets of the

Al Dustour: Calling for unity 

THE King’s speech to the Arab parliamentary conference in Amman 
on Tuesday contained a warning to the Arabs against maintaining the 
present weak position, and a call for those wise among them to take 
immediate action for protecting Arab interests and rights. King 
Hussein believes that the Arab nation possesses a great potential that 
can be exploited for Arab people's interests and for fending off all 
dangers threatening the Arabs at present and in the future. He 
pointed in particular to three dangers: "The Israeli occupation and 
the Iranian aggression in addition to the secessionist movement in 
south Sudan. He also referred to the civil war in Lebanon and the 
Western Sahara conflict, and said that all these form big challenges to 
the leaders of the Arab nation and threaten their nation's existence. 
The King pointed out also that these dangers would not have sur- 
faced had the Arabs been united and strong. In view of the clangers. 
King Hussein stressed. Jordan found it was incumbent on it to take 
action, and has been extending all possible help to the Palestinian 
people and bolstering the steadfastness of their kinsmen under occ- 
upation rule. Jordan has also been extending aid to Iraq out of a 
feeling of responsibility and national commitment. 

Sawt Al Shaab : Jordan's commitment 

IN his address to the Arab parliamentary conference in Amman King 
Hussein was careful to explain Jordan's firm principles and policies. 
He said that Jordan cannot serve as a proxy for the Palestinian people 
and wDl continue to respect the Rabat and Fez summit resolutions of 
1V74 and 1982. These are basic and firm policies which cannot be 
■ changed or altered. The King said, however. Jordan will continue to 
extend a helping hand to the Palestinian people and bolster their 
' steadfastness in a manner that would not endanger the country’s own 
security and within its resources and capabilities. The King also 
brought to the minds of the parliamentarians the fact that the com- 
mon Israeli enemy continues to act and to move as the Arab nation 
remains idle and indifferent. He urged the Arabs to be aware of the 
dangers and make preparations for countering the threats. The King 
has therefore reminded the Arabs to retain their national identity 
and protect their national interests. It was a good opportunity for the 
parliamentarians to hear the warning and the call contained in the 
King's speech. 
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Media, literature play major roles in stereotyping of Arab women

WASS media and literature have 
played an extensive role in per- 
petuating and disseminating tra- 
urtiona! stereotyping of women. 
* llle r stereotyping is present in 
™° Vies i on television, read in tex- 
'j roooks and children literature, 
~ and heard over the radio. 

Abdel Kader in her paper 
Tne Image of Women in Drama 
apd Women’s Programmes in 
Egyptian Television” noted that 
given the commercial nature of 
the mass media, it cannot, by def- 
inition, be the initiator of change, 
out rather the encourager and pre- 
server of the status QUO. Aiming to 
sell their products (Images, ideas, 
and values) to as wide an audience 
as possible, the different media 
outlets attempt to please a large 
number of different people. This 
means avoiding anything that 
would offend effective segments 
of the audience. Here lies the mass 
media’s reliance on stereotypes. 
Tb is is particularly true for an area 
as sensitive as the status of women 
in society or man-woman rel- 
ations, said Kader. 

Egyptian movies are extremely 
popular all over the Arab World. 
A closer look at them shows that 
they are in many ways reflective of 
the traditional sexual divisions of 
labour and sex-role definitions 
present in Arab societies. 

This was revealed in Kader’s 
f* analysis of the female dramatic 
characters as compared to the 
male dramatic characters. In 
terms of age and marital status, 
Kader found that female cha- 
racters are depicted as young, 
usually in their twenties, phy- 
sically attractive, over-dressed, 
and over made-up. Females are 
identified mainly by their aff- 
iliation to the men in their lives. 
Male characters, on the other 


hand, are depicted as older, in 
their thirties or above, and are 
identified primarily by their pro- 
fessional or occupational status, 
and only to a lower degree by their 
relationship to women. 

In the depiction of occupational 
status, Kader found that there was 
a clear preference for featuring 
only single women, rather than 
married, divorced, or widowed 
women. 80 per cent of the single 
women are portrayed as working, 
while only 30 per cent of the mar- 
ried women, and 1 5 per cent of tbe 
divorced and widowed are fea- 
tured as employed. 

Kader also noted that the wor- 
king women characters tend to be 
concentrated in traditional female 
fields such as secretaries, domestic 
servants, nurses, school teachers, 
and actresses, singers, and belly- 
dancers. 

These characteristics are der- 
ived from traditionalism. Acc- 
ording to traditional thinking, 
Kader explained that youth and 
beauty are a woman's major ass- 
ets; marriage and motherhood are 
her legitimate and ultimate goals" 
in life; and single women work, 
but only until they get married. 

The adoption of traditional att- 
itudes towards women by Egy- 
ptian drama is even more dearly 
demonstrated by the analysis of 
personality traits of both females 
and male dramatic characters. In 
this respect, stereotyping is quite 
evident, said Kader. Whether as 
wives, daughters, lovers, or pro- 
fessionals, women are always por- 
trayed as more morally "good” 
than men. As wives they are the 
stabilising forces within the fam- 
ily. As daughters, they are more 
loving, more obedient, and more 
supportive emotionally and fin- 
ancially of their parents than are 
the sons. As women in-love, they 
are serious and dedicated, con- 
sidering marriage the only leg- 
itimate and justifiable aim of rom- 


antic involvements. And as emp- 
loyed members of society, they are 
more responsible, efficient, and 
infinitely more honest than men. 

By contrast, men are unreliable 
husbands, ungrateful sons, and fli- 
rtatious husbands. Even at work, 
their behaviour is fHghtly, irr- 
esponsible, sometimes bordering 
on the criminal, said Kader. 

The depiction of women as the 
upholders of morality in society is 
in many ways traditional. It puts 
women on a pedestal and enc- 
ourages martyrdom, suffering and 
forbearance on their part, noted 
Kader. As the "conscience” of the 
men in their lives, the whole res- 
ponsibility of morality, principles 
and correct behaviour falls on 
their shoulders. 

However, in Muna Al Hadeedy 
(of tbe Cairo University) exa- 
mination of 410 Egyptian films 
shown between 1962-72, she con- 
cluded that the majority of the 
films were transmitting the mes- 
sage: a woman must remain a 
man’s vassel in order to survive 
moraMy as well as physically. She 
noted that as soon as the hero ste- 
pped out of sight, the women were 
so helpless that they immediately 
fell into the hands of villains or 
wandered into prostitution and 
belly dancing to earn a living. Car- 
eer women and students did not 
escape the stereotyping. Their 
worthy activities were seen to be 
new opportunities for meeting 
men. Hadeedy found that div- 
orcees in films almost always fell 
into sexually degrading means of 
livelihood. 

Hadeedy does not object to 
women being portrayed as mostly 
housewives because that is what 
most Arab women are. However, 
she strongly objects to them being 
depicted in movies as illogical and 
incapable of self-sufficiency out- 
side their small domestic sphere, 
unable to attain their dignity exc- 
ept in the service of their menfolk. 


These values are carried over to 
television, though without the 
sexual tmllatlon favoured in the 
film industry, stated Hadeedy. 
Women are usually hosewives in 
soap operas, and are rarely cast as 
professionals except as teachers or 
nurses in charge of young chi- 
ldren. 

Mrs. Asraa Khader, a lawyer in 
a private practice, commented 
that the television programmes 
stress woman’s place in the home. 
Usually a film which depicts a 
working mother, does so in order 
to show how “this working mot- 
her” is responsible for social pro- 
blems such as divorce, said Kha- 
der. 

As sociologist Magaly Pineda 
wrote in “Telenovelas: Just ent- 
ertainment?” dramas depict as 
"evil” in women the same cha- 
racteristics that are depicted as 
“good” in men. Qualities such as 
decisiveness, forccfuiness, ind- 
ependence, and tenacity are por- 
trayed as "bad" in women. This is 
propagated by the notion of 
rewards and punishment: if a 
woman "behaves badly” i.e. in a 
dominant manner, she is punished 
by being abandoned, unloved and 
forelone, stated Pineda. 

Woman programmes on the 
radio also adopt a traditional att- 
itude towards women, stated 
Khader. This is evident by their 
over-emphasis on items related to 
household management, chi- 
ldcare, and beauty. For example 
the programme on the Jordanian 
radio "The Family” discusses 
domestic issues such as cooking, 
upbringing, and beauty. Implicit 
in its message is that if something 
happens to the child, it is the mot- 
her’s fault, she said. 

A review of literature relative to 
society's expectations with respect 
to Arab women's roles was done 
by Irene Lorfing and Julinda Abu 
Naser. 

In their "Review of the Young 


Arab women’s Situation”, tbe fol- 
lowing expectations were found 
with respect to the roles of women 
in society. 

— Arab women’s status in the 
family and community is derived 
from marriage and motherhood. 
Adolescent girls are non-existent 

— - Social status and self- 
actualisation are achieved through 
the scrupulous performance of 
their roles as mothers, wives and 
daughters. 

— Their sphere of action is res- 
tricted to the domestic area. They 
do not participate in community 
affairs. 

. — The very few who enter emp- 
loyment do so because of pressing 
economic needs and are found in 
jobs related to their domestic fun- 
ctions. Their responsibilities are 
limited and do not require any 
major decisions. Working women 
are depicted as marginal, while 
"normal" women depend on men 
for economic support. 

The results of the study also 
revealed the importance of a 
.woman’s maternal role. The mot- 
her is the most common figure in 
books, and she is usually found in 
the kitchen. If she is depicted as a 
working mother, it is only in the 
traditional roles of secretary, wai- 
tress, nurse , or schoolteacher. The 
attitude that boys would be the 
breadwinners and the bead of the 
family, wh3c girls would be hel- 
pmates was also evident. 

Many families still read to their 
children the traditional fairy tales. 
Even the characters in these old 
tales propagate the typical soda! 
values which society upholds. The 
women are portrayed as passive, 
inarticulate women who are only 
concerned with their own beauty, 
and the male figures are active, 
strong, courageous, loyal and int- 
elligent. 

Italian writer Elena Gianini 
Belotti showed some examples in 


her book “Little Girls.” In Snow 
White, roles of male and females 
appear. As the seven dwarfs go to 
work, Snow White deans the 
house, mends their dothes, swe- 
eps and cooks, and waits for their 
return. The only quality she is rec- 
ognised to have is her beauty, 
mien she gets into trouble a man 
must intervene to get her out of 
tiie trouble, and then Prince Cha- 
rming marries her accordingly. 

Cmderella, another favourite, is 
the prototype of domestic virtues, 
humility, patience, servility, and 
tmder-developed conscious, sta- 
ted Ms. Belotti. Cmderella does 
not move a finger to get out of an 
intolerable situation, swallows 
humiliation and oppression, and 
has neither the dignity nor cou- 
rage. The female virtue of und- 
ergoing any amount of ill- 
treatment without rebelling has 
survived also in fairy tales. 

Female figures in fairytales bel- 
ong to two fundamentally dif- 
ferent categories: the good but 
useless, and the wicked. If a 
woman is not presented as com- 
pletely passive and inept, her cha- 
racter is distorted to the point of 
making her a witch . Even tbe good 
fairies do not use their resources, 
but a magic power, which has been 
conferred on them and it is the 
power which does good. 

In general the mass media por- 
trayal of women is a reflection of 
the secondary and inferior role 
they play in society, said Dr. Serri 
Nasser, a sociologist at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan. A female is wit- 
hout a separate distinct identity. 
She is seen through the males; the 
daughter, the wife, or the mother 
of so and so. Dr. Nasser noted that 
it has been found that women are 
only seen as good if they obey 
their menfolk. And because they 
are often used as sacrificial obj- 
ects, this seems to indicate that a 
female is dispensable.. . 


APU resolutions cover Gulf war, Palestinian issue

calm, diplomatic and thoughtful 
atmosphere after the committee’s 
chairman. Rizk Al Bataineh, req- 
uested its members to maintain a 
"positive dialogue." 

The committee's afternoon ses- 
sion endorsed four resolutions 
pertaining to the current political 
situation in the Arab World and 
means of resistance, the UiLand 
Zionist intimidation of Arab cou- 
ntries, the situation in the Israeli- 
occupied Golan Heights and the 
recent Iranian offensive In the 
Gulf war. 

'Hie resolution on the Golan 
Heights, presented by Syria, ple- 
dged total support to the Syrian 
government’s resistance to 
"Zkmist-imperia/ist threats and 
hegemony against Syrian soil.” It 
tasaid that any aggression on Syria is 
an attack on the Arab Nation. The 
resolution also praised the heroic 
stands of the Syrian people's res- 
istance in the Golan Heights aga- 
inst the Zionists. The draft res- 
olution was passed unanimously 
after Iraq requested that the term 
"the Syrian government" in the 
document should be changed to 
"tiie Syrian state." 

Another Syrian draft resolution 
on “American and Zionist int- 
imidation on the Arab World" 
was endorsed, incorporating on 
Iraqi request that tbe 1981 Israeli 
air raid on Iraq's nuclear reactor 
he denounced and an Algerian 
request that tbe U.S. stand tow- 
ards Libya be condemned. 

** The resolution said that the 
U.S. administration and the Israeli 
government were increasing their 
violation on ail international 
rights and escalating threats aga- 
inst all Arab countries in general, 
and Syria and Libya in particular. 
Referring to the February. 1986, 
hijacking of a Libyan plane by the 
Israeli air force, the resolution 
also called on the international 
community to take necessary 
measures to put an end to "acts of 
piracy which threaten peace and 
security in the world and con- 
tradict the simplest human 
rights." 

The resolution on the current 
political status of the Arab World 
and means of resistance was pas- 
sed after some of its phrasing and 
S content were amended. The Leb- 
anese, Kuwaiti and Moroccan del- 
egations, opposed the resolution 
saying that its content con- 
tradicted the current situation in 
the Arab World. 

The resolution said fighting and 
resisting tbe enemy was the only 
means available to counter the 
Zionist and American aggression 
on the Arab World. It denounced 
any partial or separate peace pact 
with the Zionist state and called 
for a strategic balance in the Arab 
World to outweigh and confront 
the Zionist enemy as well as a 
■* strong Arab condemnation or 
UJS. policies. It also called on 
Arab governments to increase 
their support to bolster the ste- 
adfastness of the Palestinian peo- 

0 leand to back the Egyptian peo- 
nir’s struggle to abandon the 1979 
Sip David treaty with Israel. 
Xheresolution also called for the 
implementation of economic res- 
olutions which were taken dunng 


the 1980 Arab summit in Amman. 

The first to launch criticism on 
the resolution was Mr. Mahmoud 
Araraar, head of Lebanon's del- 
egation to the conference. Mr. 
Am mar said such resolutions "w- 
ere too good to be true." 

"I hate to endorse this res- 
olution because it will destroy our 
credibility,” he said. 

AH previous Arab -resolutions 
were shelved and "re mam irik- 
on-paper,” Mr. Araraar said, add- 
ing that Lebanon's abstention 
from voting on Wednesday’s res- 
olution "shall be recorded for bjs- 
tory.” 

Mr. Mahmoud Alami. member 
of the Moroccan delegation, des- 
cribed die contents of the res- 
olution as "unstable and dep- 
endent." 

" We need to adopt free and fac- 
tual resolutions free from sup- 
erpower influence," Mr. Alami 
said. 

The speaker of the Kuwaiti par- 
liament, Ahmad Al Saadoun, voi- 
ced his country's support for the 
Lebanese and Moroccan stands 
saying that the resolution "clashed 
with the current situation of the 
Arab World." But Mr. Saadoun 
noted that accepting them might 
be a positive step in committing 
the Arab countries to realise these 
resolutions. 

Mr. Saadoun suggested that an 
APU follow-up team be set up to 
implement all resolutions that 
have been stated in the Syrian 
draft. The session approved 
Syria's proposals and the Kuwait 
suggestion. Accordingly a four- 
member committee was set up 
under the chairmanship of Akef 
Al Fayez. 

Tbe Iraqi resolution, which cal- 
led for an end to tbe Iranian agg- 
ression on Iraq and Iranian troop 
withdrawal to the international 
borders, was approved una- 
nimously. The resolution also cal- 
led for direct and indirect neg- 
otiations to secure a just and dur- 
able solution to the Gulf war gua- 
ranteeing the rights of both parties 
and non-intervention by either 
party in domestic affairs of the 
other. 

The committee's deliberations 
over a draft resolution submitted 
by the PNC were protracted and 
highlighted the differences bet- 
ween the Palestine Liberaion 
Organisation (PLO) and Syria. 

Prior to the discussion of the 
Palestinian paper, tbe Syrian rep- 
resentative announced that Syria 
had also drafted a separate paper 
on the Palestinian question. But 
the Iraqi representative strongly 
objected saying that the position 
paper on the Palestinian question 
should be presented by the Pal- 
estinian delegation and not by any 
other delegation. 

After a brief discussion in which 
the Jordanian and Somali rep- 
resentatives participated the 
committee decided to consider the 
Palestinian position paper as the 
basic paper but welcomed any Syr- 
ian or other suggestions to amend 
it. 

The Palestinian paper rei- 
terated commitment to all res- 
olutions adopted by consecutive 
PNC sessions and all Arab sum- 
mits, particularly the Rabat sum- 
mit of 1974, the Baghdad summit 


of 1978 and the Fez summit of 
1982. 

One of the Syrian rep- 
resentatives again protested on 
specifying the three Arabs sum- 
mits and suggested that the paper 
should have confined itself to a 
general commitment to all Arab 
summit resolutions. 

The Palestinian delegation, 
supported by the Iraqi delegation, 
strongly • argued that the three 
summits which were referred to in' 
the Palestinian paper “marked 
three turning points in the history 
of the Palestinian question which 
should be highlighted.” 

But the Syrian representative 
pointed out that some Arab cou- 
ntries had boycotted a number of 
Arab summits and therefore if the 
Palestinians insisted to underscore 
certain summit resolutions their 
papershould also mention that the 
referred Arab summits which did 
not reflect an Arab consensus. 
Syria bad reservations over the 
issue, he said. 

The Palestinian paper also rej- 
ected all "capitulatory settlements 
which do not guarantee a min- 
imum level of the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people as were 
outlined the Fez summit plan.” 

But the Syrian delegation said 
the world "capitulatory” should 
be dropped "since it is dear that 
capitulatory settlements could 
never guarantee the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people.” 

Kuwait backed the Syrian pro- 
posal and suggested fhat"the Fez 
summit plan should not be con- 
sidered toe minimum peace plan 
■that could be accepted by the 
Arab masses/’ He explained that 
toe Fez plan was endorsed by tbe 
Arab governments and that "as 
representatives of toe Arab Nat- 
ion parliamentarians should leave 
it open for the Arab masses to rej- 
ect or accept any peace pro- 
posals." 

Both toe Syrian and Kuwaiti 
proposals were endorsed by the 
committee and were particularly 
welcomed by toe Palestinian and 
Iraqi delegations. 

The paper called for "a con- 
structive coordination between 
toe Arab brethren and the PLO in 
efforts to convene an international 
peace conference in which toe five 
permanent members of toe Uni- 
ted Nations Security Council and 
all toe parties involved, including 
the PLO, would participate. The 
international conference will aim 
at achieving a comprehensive 
peace for the Palestinian question 
which guarantees toe inalienable 
and legitimate rights of toe Pal- 
estinian people.” 

But the Syrian delegation arg- 
ued that this article was a rep- 
etition of toe one which reiterated 
co mmitmen t to toe Fez summit 
resolutions and there was no need 
"for such details as to who wonld 
participate." 

The Syrian suggestion pro- 
voked a debate over whether toe 
Arab parliamentarians ■ should 
commit themselves to toe peace 
option " whjl e Israel has not cha- 
nged its position vis-a-vis Pal- 
estinian rights or to keep the opt- 
ions open for the Arab masses to 
decide.” 

The main speaker in that debate 


and who played an instrumental 
role in securing toe committee's 
support for the qmissioa of the 
phrase was Kuwait Parliament 
Speaker Ahmad Saadoun. 

The Kuwaiti speaker's arg- 
ument was that an international 
peace conference would mean 
direct negotiations with toe “Zio- 
nist entity.” He pointed out that 
toe Khartoum Arab summit in 
1967 bad pledged .to the Arab 
masses not to negotiate, recognise 
or make peace with Israel "until 
all of toe Palestinian rights were 
restored.’’ 

He said he was not against toe 
political and diplomatic struggle 
but that the "Arab par- 
liamentarians, as the rep- 
resentatives of the Arab Nation, 
should reserve their right to object 
to any peaceful move that would 
not fully statisfy toe Palestinian 
national goals." 

"We should not commit our- 
selves as representatives of the 
people to any definite peace for- 
mula but at toe same time we will 
not dose toe doors for any Arab 
country to find a comprehensive 
political solution for the Pal- 
estinian problem," be said. "But 
we shall never accept a phoney 
international peace conference.” 

Mr. Saadoun added that toe 
peaceful option was not toe only 
option since many Arab people 
still believe in armed struggle as 
the means to restore toe usurped 
Arab territories. 

"It is only natural and healthy 
that there should be two trends in- 
toe Arab world: toe first which 
believes in political means and toe 
second which believes in armed 
struggle," he said. 

The committee agreed to omit 
toe article without any objection 
from toe Jordanian or Palestinian 
delegations. 

Butlater during toe session, and 
after the Palestinian paper was 
already approved with toe sug- 
gested amendments, Jordanian 
Senator Walid Salah, who did not 
attend the earlier discussion, str- 
ongly protested the omission. 

He said that he was outside dur- 
ing toe discussion but asked for 
debate on toe subject again. 

The other participants refused 
to budge. 

PNC Speaker Sheikh Abdul 
Ha mid Al Saeh, who was also abs- 
ent during the discussion, came in 
at a later point and expressed his 
disagreement to dropping the ref- 
erence to an international con- 
ference. But he said he perfectly 
understood that it was too late to 
protest against the decision but 
that toe Palestinians would raise 
the issue atthe full APU session in 
the evening. 

"But tbe participants have to 
understand that this article was 
extremely important since it called 
for an effective international con- 
ference, that is one with ruling 
powers, while toe international 
conference that has been talked 
about (by toe Americans) is pow- 
erless ” be said. 

The conference committee for 
dialogue and parliamentary affairs 
met Wednesday morning and iss- 
ued a series of recommendations 
pertaining to cooperation bet- 
ween Arab parliaments and for- 


eign parliaments. 

Tbe committee, which was pre- 
sided by Jordanian Deputy Musa! 
Abu Al Ragheb, discussed par- 
liamentary relations between toe 
APU and the legislative bodies of 
the African, Socialist, Latin Ame- 
rican and Asian countries. 

Tbe committee also discussed 
the ongoing Euro-Arab par- 
liamentary dialogue. 

Tbe committee recommended • 
that the APU should base its fiit-rf 
are relations and dialogue with 
other parliaments on studies pre- 
pared by political experts who 
should be hired by the APU as 
consultants on inter- 
parliamentary dialogue. 

The committee also rec- 
ommended that the APU should 
be considerate and aware of toe 
problems and issues which are of 
vital interest to parliaments with 
which it enjoys good relations. 

A statement formulated by toe 
committee also explained that toe 
APU should pay attention to int- 
ernational problems which con- 
cerns other nations and toe int- 
ernational community such as 
peace movements, disarmament, 
national liberation movements 
and causes and other issues which 
are directly related to int- 
ernational peace and progress. 

The statement also noted that 
African and European par- 
liamentarians, in general, tend to 
avoid discussing political issues 
and focus on economic issues. 
Therefore, toe statement said, the 
APU should seek to give equal 
attention to political, social and 
economic issues since they were 
all interrelated issues with a focus 
on Third World debts and on rel- 
ations between toe developed and 
lesser developed countries and the 
need to establish balanced int- 
ernational economic relations. 

Tbe committee also studied the 
strongly-worded Iraqi paper 
which included a harsh den- 
unciation of the recent Iranian 
invasion and its occupation of ter- 
ritories in southern Iraq and toe. 
threat that Iran was posing to 
other Gulf countries particularly 
Kuwait. Tbe Iraqi paper rei- 
terated Iraq’s commitment to seek 
an end to toe five-and-a-half-year 
old war with Iran through neg- 
otiations. 

Syria, which supports Iran, str- 
ongly objected to toe Iraqi pro- 
posal and called for dropping any 
condemnation of Iran "since such 
statements would not help. On toe 
country, it would hinder med- 
iation efforts between toe two 
sides.” 

Both the Syrian and Iraqi del- 
egations then engaged in a strong 
argument over Syria’s support for 
Iran and the committee’s cha- 
irman intervened to put an end to 
toe argument. 

The Iraqi position was strongly 
backed by toe Palestinian,' Somali 
and Moroccan delegations while 
toe Algerian, South Yemeni and 
Lebanese delegations supported 
Syria. 

Mr. Saadoun, who was not pre- 
sent at toe beginning of toe arg- 
ument. later interceded in favour 
of toe Iraqi proposal pointing oiit 
toe threat that toe recent Iranian 
offensive has constituted to toe. 


Gulf countries. 

“ We in toe Gulf, particularly in 
Kuwait, are taking the Iranian 
threats very seriously,” he said. 

He added that a condemnation 
of toe Iranian occupation of Iraqi 
territories should not hinder med- 
iation efforts. He pointed out that 
so far Iran has not responded to 
any peace effort. 

Sheikh Saeh said that a con- 
detariatton of toe Iranian invasion 
: “was the least the Arabs could do 
to show the Iraqi soldiers tha t they 
are supported by their Arab bre- 
thren.” 

"Our condemnations would not 
force Iran to pull out its forces 
from Iraq nor would it help toe 
Iraqis drive the Iranians out. It 
would only be a gesture in support 
of the Iraqi people and the Iraqi 
array in their defence of their 
land,” he said. 

The Iraqi paper was approved 
with slight amendments by all toe 
members of toe committee except 
Syria, South Yemen and Lebanun 
which expressed their reservations 
over it. 
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Long distance 

DO YOU know that if you dial a number, for 
example, Paris, and found it busy, then try once 
more, and a third time with no success, the Tel- 
ecommunication Corporation (TCC) computer 
will still charge you a full 3-minute call to Paris, 
one minute per trial? 

Hard to believe, isn’t it? But this is what I 
learned, in strict confidence, from a reliable TCC 
source. 

This measure, unheard of in any part of the 
world, is justified at the TCC by the feet that every 
time you dial an out-of-the-country number you 
are “occupying” the international line. Every 
time you do this a one minute “call” to that cou- 
ntry is stored against your bill. Every three trials 
are later summed up and made into one call, 
something that one would hardly notice if he or 
she is in regular contact with that number. 

I also learned that a special committee at the 
TCC has recently recommended that this practice 
be terminated. However, top officials at the cor- 
poration rebuffed the recommendation. So it 
seems we don’t- only get bills to the Maldlve Isl- 
ands, the Comoros or Uruguay when we don’t 
know anybody there, we also have to pay for 
attempted calls to friends or business associates 
even if we do not get through with those calls. 

What will be the next step of the TCC? 

Maybe a lump sum to be paid monthly by sub- 
scribers just because they just own a telephone 
line.

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Navratilova may return to 
Prague for tennis match 


NEW YORK (AP) — Martina Navratilova, who 
defected from Czechoslovakia 11 years ago, has acc- 
epted an invitation from U.S. tennis officials to play 
in this summer’s Federation Cup in her homeland, a 
spokesman for the United States Tennis Association 
< USTA) said Wednesday. 


In a dispatch from Dallas, 
where Navratilova is playing in a 
Virginia Slims tournament, the 
London Da3y Telegraph said in 
Wednesday's editions the world's 
top-ranked women’ player still 
must obtain a visa to enter Cze- 
choslovakia . 

“She has been invited to be in 
our team and has accepted.” the 
Daily Telegraph quoted an uni- 
dentified official of the US. Ten- 
nis Association as saying, “alt- 
hough it does not necessarily 
mean that the matter stops here." 

Joann Celia, women's tennis 
director of the USTA. said the 
organisation has not yet applied 
for any visas, including Nav- 
ratilova. for the Federation Cup. 
the women's equivalent of the 
Davis Cup. It is scheduled to be 
held July 21-24. 

Hunter Delatour. former pre- 
sident of the USTA and chairman 


of the International Tennis Fed- 
eration's Federation Cup com- 
mittee. said officials are banking 
on Prague honouring earlier pro- 
mises to grant visas to all players 
selected by their national groups. 

In Prague, a source who asked 
not to be identified said Nav- 
ratilova “will definitely not have a 
visa problem. In fact, she is exp- 
ected to come.” 

Navratilova, who defected in 
1975 and became a United States 
citizen in 1981, said fan reaction 
to her return to Prague “will be 
hard to predict. I've played it thr- 
ough in my mind many times. For 
the most part. I think it will be 
good.” 

Last spring. Navratilova said, 
she was denied a visa to return to 
Prague “just to go back and get 
over the shock of being away for 
10 years.” 

Asked if Navratilova had been 


invited to attend the Federation 
Cup competition, Jan (Codes, a 
Czechoslovak Tennis Association 
official, earlier told the Associated 
Press by telephone. “How could 
she be invited when the United 
States has not yet entered for the 
cup competition. 

“The deadline is April 12 for 
the teams. After that, they will 
have to announce the lineups.” 
(Codes said. He added organisers 
would take notice of her nom- 
ination when it was made by the 
Americans. 

It has long been rumoured here 
that Navratilova might play at the 
newly rebuilt tennis complex at 
Prague-Stvanice. of which (Codes 
in now in charge. 

Although her defection at age 
19 was not politically motivated, 
she and her triumphs abroad were 
ignored for a long time in Cze- 
choslovak sports pages. Even 
now. she is only briefly men- 
tioned. 

Other Czech tennis players that 
rose to Stardom later, such as 
Hana Mandfikova and Ivan Lendl, 
were handled much more gently 
by authorities, which go out of 
their way to provide no pretext for 
a defection.

Roy agrees. “He is fantastic. 
There is rarely a goalkeeper in the 
world who is as huge as Nkono and 
yet has his speed and reflexes." he 
said. 

Nkono. voted Africa's Goa- 
lkeeper of the Year in 1979 and 
1932. said "work and sacrifice" 
were behind his rise.

IMF report says Israel must 
cut wages, reduce budget deficit

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israel 
P?* cut wages and further reduce' 
its budget 2 its eight-month-old 
aastarjty plan is to succeed, an 
international Monetary Fund 
(IMF) team says in a preliminary 
report on the economy. 

preliminary findings by an 
IMF delegation preparing an ann- 
report an the Israeli economy 
entodsed the government for cut- 
tjng its bduget deficit through rai- 
sing taxes and reducing subsidies 
rather than towering official spe- 
nding. 

The government has proposed a 
S2l billion budget with a $400 
million deficit for 1986. 

“We regard the deficit as still 
too high by about $400 million 
and regret that again expenditure 


cuts are concentrated mainly in 
reduced subsidies and defence 
purchases abroad,” said the rep- 
ort, published in die Israeli press 
on Tuesday. 

It said the country’s net dom- 
estic debt, estimated by Israeli off- 
icials at about $35 billion, would 
increase by another $1 bfltion in 
1986. 

The report said salaries, tem- 
porarily slashed by 20 per cent 
under the austerity plan, would 
have to be reduced further in upc- 
oming wage negotiations with the 
Histadrat Trade Union to prevent 
inflation from surging again. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Energy Min- 
ister Moshe Shahal Tuesday da-, 
irned that Israel has saved more 
than $100 million in the last 12 


months due to the drop in world 
market oil prices. 

The government is considering 
investing more than half that sum 
in vocational courses to alleviate 
growing unemployment, Shahal 

said. 

Austerity measures imp- 
lemented by Peifes' government 
last July have slowed inflation but 
also brought hundreds of Israeli 
enterprises to die brink of ban- 
kruptcy, raising unemployment, 
Shahal said. 

Shahal said eight per centpf Isr- 
aels off savings have been passed 
on to consumers through reduced 
gasoline prices, and ^the. gov- 
ernment is considering using the 
remaining revenne&fof other eco- 
nomic investment plans. 


Suharto calls for patience, hard 
work to counter falling income 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesian 
President Suharto called Tuesday 
for patience and hard work in the 
face of plunging oil prices as the 
world's largest M uslim nation 
marked the 20th anniversary of 
his government. 

President Suharto’s cabinet 
ministers fanned out across the 
country to announce latest dev- 
elopment spending as the pre- 
sident exhorted his 165 million 
countrymen to work harder with 
fewer funds. 

The government has announced 
belt-tightening measures because 
of the drop in oQ income, which 
accounts for 60 per cent of Ind- 
onesia’s foreign exchange rev- 
enue. 

In a message marking the ann- 


iversary of his rule. President Suh- 
arto was quoted by the official 
An Cara News Agency as saying 
although “the number of dev- 
elopment projects is not as many 
as in previous years, this does not 
mean that there is not as much 
work to be done." 

Despite general elections this 
May, President Suharto has been 
forced to cut spending because of 
the recent sudden slump in oil pri- 
ces. 

The 64 -year-old president, who 
took over the reins of government 
20 years ago Tuesday, marked the 
anniversary quietly, withont any 
state functions. 

“These times of sharply falling 
world oil prices, which have res- 
ulted in limited funds for dev- 


elopment projects, must be faced 
with patience and a realistic att- 
itude,” Resident Suharto said. 

Indonesians fear devaluation 
because of the fall in oD prices, and 
many have opted to convert to dol- 
lars. 

The Indonesian central bank 
Tuesday reported continued dol- 
lar buying despite government 
assurances that the Indonesian 
rupiah would not be devalued. 

Oil Minster Subroto said the 
country, a key member of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC), was 
adopting as flexible a production 
and pricing level as possible for 
crude output. 


Wall Street stocks expected to rise 


NEW YORK (R) — Wall Street 
stocks were expected to continue 
jh rising after the Dow Jones ind- 
ustrial average soared 43.10 poi- 
nts to a record 1,746.05 Tuesday 
— its second biggest ooe-day gam 
ever. 

“It’s not over yet,” said Mr. 
Charles Comer of Oppenheimer, 
an investment firm, adding, 
“there's an old expression — the 
trend is your friend." 

“It doesn’t look like there’s any 
' top yet,” said Mr. Newton Zinder 
of EF. Hutton. “You just don’t 
fight it, that's all” 

“It’s a fabulous market,” said 
Mr. John Havens of Kidder Pea- 
body. “I don’t see any reason it 
shouldn't keep going up. People 
keep trying to talk it down. But it 
won’t go there.” 

Tuesday’s big rise was spurred 
by a sharp jump in the stock prices 
of oil companies and lower int- 
Herest rates. 

The Finish topped the old rec- 
ord of 1713.99 set on Feb. 27 and 
die increase was second only to 
the 43.41 set on Nov. 3. 1982. 

Traders said very strong buying 
entered die market after the daw 
index of 30 blue chip stocks beat 
the old high. 

Volume rose to 187.3 million 


from 129.9 million Tuesday, just 
short of the record volume of 
188.7 milK nn shares, and among 
the 10 busiest sessions on record. 

Economist Gary Ciminero of 
Fleet Financial, 'a banking firm, 
said the stock market was catching 
up with a recent powerful bond 
rally that has dropped interest 
rates to the lowest levels in more 
than eight years. . 

Mr. Cimmero said stocks may 
still be undervalued in relation to 
bonds, and in arkiition, “there 
may still be some upward tilt in 
corporate earnings estimate rev- 
isions, which would help a bit” 

He said a rise in oil price s, see n 
briefly Tuesday and evidenced by 
stronger oil stocks, “is not exp- 


ected to destroy the basic bullish 
bent of stocks.” 

Traders also noted strong buy- 
ing interestcommg from boh pro- 
fessionals and small investors. 

“The retail customers are pet- 
ting more involved. The public is 
gettmgmore optimistic,” said Mr. 
Peter Fumiss of the Drexel Bur- 
nham Lambert Brokerage. 

“You’ve got a positive psy- 
chology which is luring the small 
investor into the market” said 
Mr. Alan Ackerman of Heizfeld 
and Stem, an investment com-' 
pany. 

He cited drops in gasoline prices 
and gams made in the stock mar- 
ket as encouraging this ent- 
husiasm. 


Hong Kong stocks tumble on 
results of big local bank 


HONG KONG (R) — Hong 
Kong stock prices tumbled to their 
lowest level in five months Wed- 
nesday and brokers linked the fall 
to disappointment over profits at 
the British colony’s biggest bank.

World Bank 
seeks new 
resources 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
World Bank announced Wed- 
nesday that it would borrow an 
additional Slbflfion this year, in 
anticipation of making more loans 
to poor countries. 

The new money would raise the 
total borrowed by the bank this 
year to $10.6 biuon. 

The bank also announced a new 
programme of securities for sale to 
investors in the United States, cal- 
led continuously offered longer- 
term securities. 

It wfll extend to 30 years and 
longer the terms of securities off- 
ered in foe medium-term note 
market, which so for has largely 
offered bonds that mature in two 
to four years. 

The first offering will be for a 
maYinmm total of $500 million, 
the bank said. 

The securities will carry a fixed 
rate of interest but the ann- 
ouncement added that the bank 
intends later to offer securities at 
variable rates, as well as “zero 
coupon" bonds that are issued at 
much less than face value but pay a 
larger sum when the buyer dis- 
poses of them. 

The bank, owned by 149 gov- 
ernments, is the largest source of 
loans to rase living standards in 
the Third World. 

It gets money for its loans, 
which have totalled more than 
$117 billion in 40 years, by bor- 
rowing on -the world's markets, 
and nas made a profit eveiy year 
since 1947. 


France posts 
first negative 
inflation figure 
in 20 years 

PARIS ( AP) — French prices fell 
02 per cent in February, the first 
negative inflation figure recorded 
for 20 years, according to pro- 
visional figures issued Wed- 
nesday. 

The National Statistics Institute 
said it would publish the definitive 
figure at the end of this month. 

February’s foil followed a 0.1 
per cent nse in January, and red- 
uced the annual inflation rate over 
the 12 months through February 
to 34 percent, compared with 42 
per cent over foie 12 months .end- 
ing in January. 

The best monthly retail price 
performance in decades will give 
foe ruling Socialists a useful arg- 
ument in the final days of foe cam- 
paign leading up to legislative ele- 
ctions next Sunday. 

The conservative opposition 
parties are widely expected to beat 
the Socialists. 

Economic analysts pointed out 
that the good performance in rec- 
ent months is largely attributable 
to foe drop in foe price of imp- 
orted oil and foe steep decline m 
foe dollar against the French 
franc. 

Economics Minister Pierre 
Beregovoy, speaking to jou- 
rnalists after the weekly cabinet 
meeting, noted that foe last neg- 
ative price index in France was 
minus 0.1 per cent in mid-1966. 
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OAPEC questions aid generosity 
of Western states to Third world 


KUWAIT (R) — A leading Arab oil exporter group 
said industrialised nations could reap huge savings 
from the oil price crash but questioned whether they 
would give as freely as (31 producing states to the 
Third World. 


The Organisation of Arab Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
'(OAPEC) said' the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) would 
save $80 billion on imports this 
year, compared with 1984, if oil 
prices stay at current levels. 

This could total $100 billion if 
the fall in foe value of foe dollar, 
used to price most international 
oil sales, is taken into account, 
OAPEC said in the March bul- 
letin. 

“These savings represent a 
major transfer of wealth at foe 
expense of foe oil exporting cou- 
ntries, which raises questions 
about how the foods will be rec- 
ycled and bow much developing 
countries wfll benefit,” the edi- 
torial said, 

Kuwait-based OAPEC groups 
Algeria, Bahrain, Iraq, Kuwait, 
Libya, Qatar, SaudiArabia, Syria, 
Tunisia and foe United Arab Emi- 
rates. 

The bulletin said Third World 
aid given by foe 13-raember Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) during the 
years of hi gh oil prices absorbed 
more than 3.0 per cent of their 
gross domestic product (GDP). 

The industrialised world, on the 
other hand, averaged only about 
half of the United Nations target 
of 0.7 per ant of their GDP, it 
added. 

“Recent history has shown that 
financ ial surpluses in the hands of 
the oil exporting countries are 
deployed more readily in the ser- 
vice of developing countries than 
when they are retained by the ind- 
ustrial countries” foe editorial 
said. 

It said wealth controlled by ind- 
ustrialised countries filtered thr- 
ough to developing countries in 
the form of aid and loans wifo such 


strmgeat conditions that most 
debtor country export revenue 
went to loan servicing. 

“Indeed, the crippling debts of 
51,000 billion currently facing the 
developing countries are in large 
measure due to foe imbalanced 
distribution of income in the world 
today," it added. 

The editorial said oil price rises 
in the 1970s prompted ind- 
ustrialised countries to try and 
pass on to OPEC states many of 
their responsibilities towards the 
Third World. 

“The OPEC countries the- 
refore have foe right to ask. whe- 
ther the developing countries, oil 
exporters and non -oil exporters 
alike, wfll receive more aid now 
that foe OECD countries are enj- 
oying financnal savings oq their oil 
imports," it said. 

Venezuela to insist on 
disciplined, flexible 
pricing system 

Meanwhile, OPEC President 
Arturo Hernandez Grisanti of 
Venezuela said Tuesday his cou- 
ntry will insist on a flexible but 
disciplined oil pricing system 
when the oil cartel meets in Gen- 
eva on Sunday.. _ 

Mr. Hernandez Grisanti, Ven- 
ezuela's energy and mines min- 
ister, confirmed reports that imm- 
ediately following foe meeting, 
OPEC group of non-OPEC pro- 
ducers to discuss steps to shore up 
declining world ofljnices. 

He said foe OPEC meeting, 
which has been upgraded to ext- 
raordinary status, is of great imp- 
ortance in arresting foe recent 
slide in world oil pries to below 
$15 a barrel. 

“We wfll again make all efforts 
possible to establish coherent str- 


ategies in unanimous form," Mr. 
Hernandez Grisanti told rep- 
orters. 

He said five non-OPEC pro- 
ducers had been invited to a mee- 
ting in Geneva after foe .OPEC 
conference. He said the inv- 
itations had been limited to cou- 
ntriies which had attended pre- 
vious OPEC meetings. 

He said four of foe countries 
had accepted foe invitations — 
Mexico, Malaysia, Brunei and 
Oman — and thefiffo, Egypt, was 
expected to accept. 

“Britain has not taken part bef- 
ore pud has in any case shown no 
interest in doing so," he said.. 

Mr. Hernandez Grisanti, who 
took over the OPEC presidency in 
December, safe! Oman had not 
been at previous meetings bat was 
added to foe list because it had 
expressed special interest in est- 
ablishing contacts wifo the cartel. 

He said the OPEC meeting 
would study a report compiled by 
a special six-minister committee 
set up in Deamber to determine 
ways of defending a market share 
for foe organisation. 

“The conference must resolve 
what market share OPEC is pre- 
pared to defend and set a strategy 
for doing so," he said. 

Mr. Hernandez Grisanti has 
previously said OPECs share 
should be 16 million to 18 million 
barrles per day (b/d), roughly its 
production in foe first quarter of 
this year. Other OPEC ministers 
have supported different levels. 

Speaking after a consultative 
meeting with former Venezuelan 
'oil mmisteis, Mr. Hernandez Gri- 
santi said that if OPEC decides on 
a market share, it must act in coo- 
rdinated fashion to defend it. 

“One of the problems we have 
now is that wifo foe market dif- 
ficulties, everybody is applying 
their own formulas and thus con- 
tributing to making the market 
more anarchical,” hie said. 

He said Venezuela would again 
propose an idea it first put forward 
last October for basing OPEC pri- 
ces cm a basket of world crudes, 
including non-OPEC varieties.. 


“If this proposal, which we con- 
sider technically sound, is applied 
by OPEC, it would help us sig- 
nificantly in gradually overcoming 
foe difficult world market sit- 
uation,” he said. 

Mr. Hernandez Grisanti has 
vigourouriy opposed foe use of 
netback deals, which Saudi Arabia 
has adopted to win bade clients, 
arguing that in such deals pro- 
ducers surrender pricing initiative. 

By reacting to a basket of crude 
prices, Venezuela argues that 
OPEC can avoid its previous pos- 
ition of having its official prices 
undercut by non-OPEC pro- 
ducers. 

Hernandez Grisanti urged 

to quit OPEC presidency 

On the other hand, a former 
leader of Venezuela's oil industry 
has urged Mr. Hernandez Grisanti 
to give up the OPEC presidency, 
saying it restricts Venezuela's oil 
policy. 

• Mr. Alberto Quiros Corradi, 
former president of a subsidiary of 
state-owned Petroleos De Ven- 
ezuela, said Mr. Hernandez Gri- 
santi had accepted a ‘ ‘hot potato” 
from his OPEC colleagues. 

“(Hernandez Grisanti) should 
put Venezuela's interests above 
those of the organisation, just as 
the other countries are doing ” 
Mr. Quiros Corradi. now a new- 
spaper director, said in a television 
interview. 

Mr. Quiros Corradi, who at one 
time headed Royal Dutch Sheirs 
subsidiary in Venezuela, said 
Venezuela as OPEC president 
faced the virtually impossible task 
of reconciling factions wi thin foe 
organisation. 

“At this moment, Venezuela 
needs to avoid any restriction on 
its oil policy and as OPEC pre- 
sident it is hmited ” he said. 

Venezuela. OPECs third big- 
gest producer wifo around 135 
million b/d last year, stands to lose 
$43 bflfion or 30 per cent of pro- 
jected 1986 income due to recent 
oil price declines. 


Europe eases stance 
on world textile, trade 


BRUSSELS (R) European 
Community (EC) ministers Tue- 
sday agreed to rail for a limited 
liberalisation of foe world’s textile 
trade In next month's negotiations 
on foe renewal of the Multi Fibre 
Arrangement (MFA). . 

Dutch minister for external 
trade, Mr. Frits Bolkestein, told 
journalists foe Community wo.’ Id 
seek liberalisation of the current 
arrangement and greater fle- 
xibility for textile imports from foe 
least developed countries. 

After ten hours of tough dis- 
cussions to find a common stand 
for talks in Geneva due on April 3. 
foe EC member states also agreed 
to support further imports of chi- 
ldren clothes, which could have an 
affect on prices, Mr. Bolkestein 
added. 

EC Trade Commissioner Willy 
De Oercq said Tuesday’s agr- 


eement was a compromise aimed 
at liberalising foe world textile 
trade progressively and inpeasing 
opportunities for developing cou- 
ntries to export to the EC. 

Mr. Bolkestein said foe .agr- 
eement was also a signal to foe 
United States to show a more fle- 
xible approach on imports gen- 
. erally. • 

“We hope that today’s decision 
will not be unnoticed and wfll help 
to persuade foe U.S. to be more 
flexible and to avoid restrictive 
measures," Mr. Bolkestein said. 

The MFA agreement regulates 
the bulk of foe world’s trade in 
textiles and clothing. 

Diplomats said Tuesday’s agr- 
eement meant that commission 
was now in a position to woik out 
bilateral agreements with up to 30 
textile exporting countries. 


OECD officials review 
terms of export credits 


PARIS (R) — Trade officials of 
.foe mam non-communist ind- 
ustrial countries, at a series of 
meetings here this week, are unl- 
ikely to solve a long-standing dis- 
pute over mixed export credits 
between tire United States and foe 
European Community (EC), dip- 
lomats said. 

The talks on export credit rules 
are hosted by the 24-nation Org- 
anisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD). Working groups of exp- 
erts met Tuesday and Wednesday 
to prepare the annual review of- 
credit consensus arrangements by 
senior officials Thursday and Fri- 
day. 

Mixed credit packages blend 
government aid wifo commercial 
loans to finance exports to dev- 
eloping countries. Existing rules 
call for the aid component to total 


at least 25 per cent of any mixed 

package . 

The U-S.baspushedforfoepast 
two years for this minimum aid 
element to be raised to 50 per. 
cent, arguing this would dis- 
courage foe misuse of aid as a 
commercial interest-rate subsidy. 

Washington says American 
exporters have lost millions of dol- 
lars of business in the developing 
world through unfair subsidies 
offered by competitors, stirring a 
wave of protectionist sentiment in 
the U5. Congress. 

But foe EC nations have rep- 
eatedly sidestepped action on foe 
issue by failing to agree on a neg- 
otiating mandate for the Brussels 
commission, which represents 
them. 

France, which makes heavy use 
of mixed credits, has mostly led 
opposition to the U.S. plan.

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Gandhi: Colombo should 
talk directly with rebels 


NEW DELHI (R) — Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi says the Sri Lankan government should 
come out strongly in favour of a solution to the 
island’s ethnic crisis and talk directly to Tamil sep- 
aratist guerrillas. 


Mr. Gandhi told the Telegraph 
newspaper in an interview pub- 
lished Wednesday that moves by 
Colombo “come too late, are too 
small and more needs to be 
done.” 

He said: “The Sri Lankan gov- 
ernment must come out strongly 
in favour erf a political solution if 
they are really in favour of a set- 
tlement." 

Sri Lankan President Julius 
Jayawardene said last month the 
Tamil guerrillas were a military 
problem and his forces would 
crush them within the year. 

In a reference to India's med- 
iatory role in the crisis, Mr. Gan- 
dhi said: "Now we don’t want 


them (the Sri Lankan gov- 
ernment) to talk to us, we want 
them to talk (directly) to the Tam- 
ils.” 

Ties between New Delhi and 
Colombo have soured over gro- 
wing violence in the island 1 s 
Tamil -dominated north and east. 
Last month India accused Sri 
Lanka of pursuing a policy of 
"genocide” towards the Tamils, a 
charge Colombo called “sheer 
lunacy." 

Mr. Gandhi also said his pla- 
nned visit to Pakistan in the first 
half of this year “looks very dif- 
ficult now” because of a cooling of 
relations between the two cou- 
ntries. 


Rebel general surrenders 
to Ecuadorean president 


QUIT 0{R) — Rebel Ecuadorean 
General Frank Vargas Pazos has 
quit his Pacific coast headquarters 
and surrendered to the president, 
ending a four-day mutiny that had 
threatened to end in bloodshed. 

A government spokesman said 
that Defence Minister Luis Pin- 
eiros bad also offered his res- 
ignation to President Leon Febres 
Cordero, a major demand by Gen. 
Vargas during his rebellion. 

Gen. Vargas left the air force 
base at Manta after negotiating an 
end to the crisis with Mr. Febres 
Cordero's private secretary, Car- 
los Pareja. who arrived earlier in 
the day from Guayaquil, where 
the president is staying. 

Gen . Vargas flew to an air force 
base at Guayaquil, where he met 
briefly with Mr. Febres Cordero. 
He then flew on to the air force 
base at Quito, the capital, where 
he wOl remain while his case is 


beard. 

Jaime Nebot. provincial gov- 
ernor and Mr. Febres Cordero's 
spokesman in Guayaquil, told 
reporters that Gen. Pineiros had 
offered his resignation to the pre- 
sident Tuesday, but it had not 
been accepted yeL 

Mr. Nebot said that Gen. Man- 
uel Albuja. the new armed forces 
chief whose resignation Gen. Var- 
gas had also demanded, would 
continue with his duties and had 
not resigned. 

Gen. Vargas told reporters at 
Manta before leaving the base that 
Gen. Albuja would go on the res- 
erve list as part of the deal. 

Gen. Vargas, who launched his 
rebellion last Friday after a con- 
frontation with Gen. Pineiros, has 
accused the two men of corruption

for his actions. 


Pakistan moves to defuse 
showdown on poppy raid 


ISLAMABAD (R) - The Pak- 
istani government has appointed a 
commission to probe a bloody 
weekend clash between opium 
poppy growers and police in the 
North West Frontier province in 
which at least eieht people were 
killed. 

The government, aiming to 
avoid a showdown in parliament 
over the crackdown against opium 
farmers in the province’s Gadoon 
area, also gave an assurance Tue- 
sday night that a member sup- 
porting the growers would be 
need from prison. 

About 30 people were wounded 
in the fighting on Saturday. 

On Sunday, many government 


supporters joined critics in a w al- 
kout from the National Assembly 
sparked by the arrest of the mem- 
ber from Gadoon. Yaqub Khan 
Jadoon. 

Following the announcement of 
the government moves by Justice 
and Parliamentary Affairs Min- 
ister Iqbal Ahmad Khan on behalf 
of Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo. a debate on the issue 
in the National Assembly was pos- 
tponed until Friday. 

Mr. Ahmad Khan said a high 
court judge would conduct an 
impartial inquiry into the Gadoon 
incident and Jadoon would be 
brought to the assembly on Friday 
to speak on the affair. 


New York council approves 
homosexual rights bill 


NEW YORK (R ) — A city cou- 
ncil committee has passed a civil 
rights bDI for homosexuals after a 
public bearing that brought shouts 
of “nazf’ and “sodomite” to city 
hall. 

The General Welfare Com- 
mittee passed the bill, which will 
be considered by the whole cou- 
ncil later this month, by a vote of 
five to one. Versions of the bill 
have been defeated for the last 14 
years. 

“God created Adam and Eve. 
He did not create Adam and 
Steve, shouted one Protestant 
Evangelist to rousing applause 
from Catholicand Orthodox Jew- 
ish opponents of the bill. 


*‘You may think of me as a fag- 
got, but you will not make me ash- 
amed of how I live and how I 
love,” said homosexual rights 
advocate Andrew Hu mm, who 
won a standing ovation from half 
of the audience and a kiss from the 
man sitting next to him. 

All day long, a parade of for- 
ceful supporters and angry opp- 
onents spoke strongly on the leg- 
islation. 

Proponents said the bill would 
prevent discrimination against 
homosexuals in bousing and emp- 
loyment. Opponents said it would 
lead to the reaching of hom- 
osexual lifestyles in schools as acc- 
eptable alternatives .

Here’s your chance to impress us 
with your analytical ability. Study 
this hand and decide whether you 
would rather play or defend a con- 
tract of four hearts doubled. 

South’s decision to open four 
hearts in third seat was eminently 
practical. Since his partner had 
already passed, chances for slam 
were virtually nil, and the hand 
could conceivably belong to the op- 
ponents in spades. 

Suppose you chose to defend. 


Best is to cash a second club. If you 
continue with a club, declarer ruffs 
in dummy and discards his spade 
loser. Equally futile is a diamond 
shift, so assume you shift to a low 
spade. 

East wins the king and shifts to a 
diamond. Declarer rises with the 
ace, enters dummy with the eight of 
trumps, ruffs a spade high, crosses 
back to the table with the nine of 
'trumps and ruffs out your ace of 
spades. He can still get back to the 
board with a trump to take two dia- 
mond discards on tbe long spades. 
Incidentally, it's no better to cash 
tbe ace of spades at trick three, 
because that sets up a ruffing 
finesse against partner's king of 
spades. 

However, all this doesn't mean 
that you should elect to play rather 
than defend. Take a look at what 
happens if you shift to a trump at 
trick three 1 

This seemingly innocuous play 
takes out a vital entry to dummy 
before declarer can use it pro- 
fitably. Best is to win in hand and 
lead a spade, but the defense can 
counter by allowing East to win. He 
shifts to a diamond, forcing declarer 
to go up with tbe ace. Try as South 
might, there b no way to avoid los- 
ing a diamond trick for down one.

Soviet aid 
to Managua 
estimated 
at $260m 

WASHINGTON (AP) — United 
States intelligence officials say the 
Soviet Union is providing Nic- 
aragua with $260 million in eco- 
nomic assistance this year. 

This figure, which can't be ind- 
ependently confirmed, is larger 
than what the United States pro- 
vides any of its allies in the region, 
the officials said this week. 

President Ronald Reagan has 
asked Congress to audiorise 
$100 mil lion for military and eco- 
nomic aid to the anti-government 
rebels in Nicaragua, who are 
known as Contras. 

The United States is nearing the 
end of the S27-million Contra aid 
programme begun last Sep- 
tember. 

In addition to the Soviet aid to 
Nicaragua, East Germany is exp- 
ected to contribute S35 million 
and Cuba about S20 million to the 
Sandinista government this year, 
according to the US. intelligence 
officials, who asked not to be ide- 
ntified. 

They said the aid levels agreed 
to by the Soviets and their two 
allies fell short of Sandinista req- 
uests. In the Soviet case, the sho- 
rtfall was estimated to be $120 
million. 

The US. intelligence officials 
said the Soviets are sending 
300.000 metric tons of petroleum 
worth $78 million. 


Danish 

premier 

reshuffles 

cabinet 

COPENHAGEN (R) — Danish 
Prime Minister PouJ Schlueter 
Wednesday announced a major 
cabinet reshuffle with the app- 
ointment of nine new ministers. 

The changes affect the labour, 
i housing, industry, fisheries, social. 
i agriculture, culture, energy and 
internal minis tries. 

“This is a far-reaching gov- . 
eminent changes,” Mr. Schlueter 
said after late night talks. 

“We have a government which 
has worked for 3-1/2 years. Thatis 
a long period and it is reasonable 
to alter the team.” 

Mr. Schlueter’s Conservatives 
lead the centre-right coalition in 
the 179-seat Danish Parliament. 

The expected reshuffle had 
been widely seen as an attempt to 
strengthen the government in time 
for the next general elections not 
later than January 1988. 

Financial analysts have said the 
government will soon have to 
announce austerity measures to 
curb foe country’s current account 
balance of payments deficit, which 
readied a preliminary 28 billion 
crowns (S33 billion) in 1985. 

Mr. Schlueter took power from 
the Social Democrats in 1982 with 
a coalition of Conservatives, Lib- 
erals, centre Democrats and the 
Christian People's Party. 

Six ministers have left tbe cab- 
inet to be replaced by outsiders, 
while three were switched to other 
ministries. 

Forrrer Energy Minister Knud 
Enggaard becomes minister of the 
interior, replacing Britta Schall 
Holberg who takes over at agr- 
iculture. 

Mimi Stilling Jakobsen leaves 
the Culture Ministry to head social 
affairs, replacing Elsebeth Kock- 
Petersen. 

Tbe following ministers have 
left the cabinet: Henning Grove 
(fisheries), Grethe Fenger- 
Moeller (labour). Niels Bolhnann 
(housing). Grethe Fenger- 
Moelier (labour), Niels Boiimann 
(housing), lb S tetter (industry). 
Elsebeth Kock -Petersen (social 
affairs), Niels Anker Kofoed (agr- 
iculture). 

New appointments from out- 
side are: Lars P. Gamraelgaard 
(fisheries). Henning Dyremose 
(labour). Thor Pedersen (hou- 
sing).

The Conservatives gain one 
cabinet seat in the shake-up while 
the centre Democrats lose a seat.

Columbia had problems as 
catastrophic as Challenger’s 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
space shuttle Columbia faced pro- 
blems during its mission last Jan- 
uary as potentially catastrophic as 
those which led to the explosion of 
the shuttle Challenger, U.S. tel- 
evision has reported. 

At least two potentially life- 
threatening problems occurred on 
die Columbia mission, the most 
trouble-plagued in tbe shuttle ser- 
ies until the Challenger disaster, 
but they were corrected before its 
Jan. 12 launch, die ABC Tel- 
evision Network reported. 

It cited an internal memo, wri- 
tten two weeks before the Jan. 28 
Challenger explosion, which doc- 
uments “operations efficiency and 
safety issues” related to the Col- 
umbia launch. 

The memo, written by Arnold 
Aldrich, space shuttle manager at 
tihe Johnson Space Centre in Hou- 
ston, said that during one of seven 
attempts to launch Columbia, a 
console operator at Cape Can- 
averal inadvertently opened a 
valve on an external tank on Jan. 
6, draining some 18,000 pounds of 
liquid oxygen out of the tank, 
ABC said. 

The launch attempt was scr- 
ubbed for other reasons, but the 
lack of liquid oxygen was not dis- 
covered until later, the report said. 

Had NASA elected to launch, 
without knowing about the fuel 
shortage. Columbia's engines 
would have shut down early and 
kept the shuttle from readiing 
proper orbit, possibly forcing an 
emergency landing attempt in 
Spain, the memo said. 

During one of Columbia's ear- 
lier aborted launch attempts, shu- 
ttle technicians found mat the 
temperature probe, shaped like a 
nail, had broken loose- because of 
“inadequate weld” and lodged in 
a valve leading to a main engine, 
ABC said. 

No sensors detected the broken 

probe. 

If NASA had proceeded with 
the launch at tile time, Columbia’s 
engine might have blown up e igh t 
minutes later when it tried to shut 
down, it said. 

Among the crew of the last Col- 
umbia mission was representative 
Bill Nelson, a Florida Dempcrat. 

“Had we launched it could have 
been potentially a bad day,” Nel- 
son told the television netw ork . 


“And how do I feel about that? I 
don't like that one bit.” 

Aldrich was quoted as saying 
that the problems were “certainly 
safety-critical areas and required 
strong action,” but they were 
taken care of after they were dis- 
covered. 

ABC also reported that an ana- 
lysis after Columbia’s Jan. 18 lan- 
ding at Edwards Air Force Base in 
California showed that one of the 
spacecraft’s brakes was damaged. 

NASA Chief Astronaut John 
Young wrote a lengthy memo 
which was made public on Sat- 
urday saying astronauts were 
lucky to be aUtfe because of what 
he called an awesome list of safety 
flaws. 

Earlier Tuesday, two astronauts 
criticised shuttle safety, with one 
saying pressure to launch more 
than one mission per month ste- 
adily eroded NASA's em phasi s on 
safety over the year. 

Astronaut Vance Brand said he 
agreed with Young’s criticism. 

Astronaut Gordon Fullerton, 
interviewed on television, said: 
“The feeling among the ast- 
ronauts was that the pendulum 
had swung a little too rar on the 
side of those who were trying to 
maintain the schedule.” 

Last week, astronaut; Sally 
Ride, America's first woman in 
space and a member of the pre- 
sidential panel investigating the 
Challenger explosion, said she is 
“not _ ready” to fly another shuttle 
mission given the problems unc- 
overed so far. 

NASA has been ordered not to 
take on new commitments for sat- 
ellite launch mgs in the foreseeable 
future and has been told to break 
off new negotiations with Britain 
to launch one of its com- 
munications satellites, the New 
York Times reported Wednesday. 

Itsaid the order bad been issued 
by William Graham, NASA’s act- 
ing administrator, in a letter to 
Richard Truly, the agency’s new 
director of shuttle operations. 

Graham’s letter said that the 
challenger explosion would hah 
shuttle flights for at least a year 
and that the agency should enc- 
ourage private space companies to 
launch satellites that would pre- 
viously have been put in space bv 
shuttle craft 


Aquino delays decision on 
revolutionary government 


MANILA (R) — Philippine Pre- 
sident Corazon Aquino’s cabinet 
Wednesday put off a decision on 
whether to declare a revolutionary 
government and instead app- 
ointed a committee to investigate 
the question. 

A statement after the first mee- 
ting of Mrs. Aquino’s 25-member 
cabinet saki the committee would 
be headed by Justice Minister 


Neptail Gonzalez. 
The statement 


the statement gave no ind- 
ication of when the committee 
would submit its report. 

The decision indicated there 
might be differences among cab- 
inet members about whether to 
abolish the country’s National 
Assembly, abrogate the 1973 con- 
stitution and declare a rev- 
olutionary govemment. 

“It was a very freewheeling and 
relaxed discussion,” Defence Min- 
ister Juan Ponce Enrfle told Reu- 
ters after the meeting. 

Political allies of deposed leader 
Ferdinand Marcos, who have an 
overwhelming majority in the Nat- 
ional Assembly, have urged tbe 
Aquino administration to govern 
under the 1 973 constitution ins- 


tead of declarmg a revolutionary 
government. 

However Mis. Aquino aides 
want to set the country on a new 
path and believe a revolutionary 
government would give them die 
power to do away with the ruling 
structures Marcos used to govern. 

The cabinet also put off a dec- 
ision on whether to lower food and 
other prices, which rose tty 100 
per cent over the past two years, 
until the country s economic sit- 
uation was clearer. 

Mr. Aquino's press spokesman, 
Rene Sagnisag, said the cabinet 
received a report showing there 
was likely to be a budget deficit of 
five bfifion pesos ($250 million) in 
the first quarter (January-Maixh) 
of this year. 

Mr. Sagnisag said heavy ove- 
rspending by Marcos on the Feb. 7 
presidential election played a big 
part in the deficit. 

He described the first cabinet 
meeting since Mrs. Aquino took 
power on Feb. 25 as relaxed and 
info rmal. “There was heavy stuff. 
Light stuff It was a getting-to 
know-you session.” 


U.K. team urges tighter 
controls at nuclear plants 


LONDON" (R) — A par- 
liamentary committee said Wed- 
nesday Britain's management of 
nuclear waste was amateurish and 
haphazard and called for strict 
new controls on radiation dis- 
charges. 

The report by the all-party 
House of Commons Environment 
Committee said discharges from 
the SeUafield Reprocessing Plant 
on foe north west English coast 
had turned the Irish Sea into foe 
most radioactive stretch of water 
in the world. <- 

Radioactive concentrations 
caused by discharges from Sel- 
I afield had been found in fish as far 
away as the Swedish coast, it said. 

The report was a new setback 
for Britain's nuclear industry, 
under fire after a spate of acc- 
idents this year. 

The committee spent over two 
years compiling its report and vis- 
ited nuclear installations in five 
other countries. 

Comparing waste disposal in 
Britain to methods abroad, foe 
report said: "Our waste man- 
agement arrangements seemed 
amateurish, haphazard and ad 
hoc. We recommend that ... new- 
numerical liquid discharge limits. 


radically lower than the ament 
one. should be set for all nuclear 
plants in the United Kingdom.” 

Prime Minis ter Margaret Tha- 
tcher, a strong supporter of the 
nuclear industry , recently rejected 
a call from her Irish counterpart 
Garret Fitzgerald for Sellafiekf s 
closure, saying reports of recent 
accidents there were exaggerated. 

Five accidents have been rep- 
orted at SeUafield so far this year. 
In one. nearly half a totme of ura- 
nium was accidentally dumped in 
the sea. In another, a radioactive 
mist escaped from the plant, con- 
taminating 15 workers. 

The committee called for a fun- 
damental reassessment of a £1.4 
billion (S2 billion) project to build 
a new nuclear waste reprocessing 
facility at SeUafield. 

The committee said B ritain lag- 
ged far behind other countries on 
research into me foods of nuclear 
waste disposal. There was a hap- 
hazard approach at the nearby 
Drigg midear waste disposal site 
winch did not inspire confidence. 

The committee was also critical 
of the secrecy governing much of 
foe nuclear industry, its lack of 
public accountability and its poor 
public relations.
